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THE PAST YEAR. 
Ir is but the enunciation of a truism to say that the retrospect 
of a year that has gone must necessarily have its sad, if not its 
dark, side, It is impossible to enter on a review of even such a 
period in the life of the world without a sense of something 
approaching to sorrow, even if the chronicle in its broadest 
features and in the main be satisfactory, As regards our own 
country, poising the estimate in the scale of human affairs, 
it may be said that, as a whole, we have had little to com- 
plain of in 1860, At home prosperity has been the rule rather 
than the exception ; abroad our 
policy has been generally in the 
ascendant, so far as the influence 
of England and the progress 
of the principles which she re- 
presents are concerned ; while 
in the single instance in which 
our arms have been employed in 
actual war they have been in 
every respect successful, Ex- 
cept for a murmur like that in 
a seashell of the probability 
of a war with France, thd 
new year began quietly enough, 
charity, hospitality, and rifle 
practice occupying the attention 
of the public, which, having 
the prospect of the meeting of 
Parliament within three weeks, 
patiently awaited the commence- 
ment of the business of the 
realm, Everywhere tranquillity 
prevailed ; and, with the excep- 
tion of a small agitation in 
Ireland on behalf of the Pope, 
whose temporal power was 
threatened, there was nothing 
to cause excitement, far less 
alarm, The affairs of Italy 
were naturally much discussed, 
and everything pointed to the 
assembling of a European 
Congress for the settlement 
of the Italian question, The 
only circumstance in France 
coincident with the new year 
—an epoch to which Europe 
has been taught to look 
forward as that at which the 
keynote of Continental policy is 
to be struck—was the retire- 
ment of Count Walewski from 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
and the appointment of M. 
Thouvenel to that post, A 
happier omen than that of the 
preceding year, however, came 
from France, in the shape of 
the Commercial Treaty between 
that country and England, a har- 
binger and messenger of peace 
and goodwill, Previous to the as- 
sembling of Parliament a great meeting took place at Birmingham 
in favour of Reform in Parliament, Ata period much earlier than 
usual the Parliament of the United Kingdom was opened by the 
Queen in person, and the programme of the Session embraced 
the amendment of the representation of the people, the French 
Treaty, the resumption of the war with China, the amendment of 
the law of bankruptcy, and the transfer of land; while her 


Majesty congratulated the Legislature on the entire cessation of | 


the mutiny in India, and spoke encouragingly of the gallant and 
patriotic movement which had raised up an army of volunteers 
for the defence of the country. The earliest days of a 
Session which was in many respects abnormal and remarkable 
were occupied by tentative discussions with reference to 
rumours of the annexation of Savoy and Nice to France, a 








matter that became a fait accompli before the spring was over, 
and which would probably have caused some uneasiness in the 
relations between #his country and our nearest neighbour but 
for the happy intervention, in the meantime, of Parliamentary 
action, which was fast weaving both nations into a commercial 
brotherhood, The unusual course of presenting the financial 
statement of the Chancellor of the Exchequer to the House of 
Commons within a fortnight of the opening of the Session was 
not without its influence in this respect, The extraordinary 
liberality of the Budget, its remission of the wine duties, and its

entire adoption of the Commercial Treaty, necessarily acted as a | 


compensation to any feeling which was created by distrust of 
the Ruler of France in reference to a question of Continental 
policy, The including of the abolition of the duty on paper 
in Mr, Gladstone's scheme was, except by a narrow and inter- 
ested clique, to which monopoly was dear, generally accepted ; 
and the subsequent rejection of that measure by the House of 
Lords, although the prudence of our chief statesmen prevented 
any direct collision between two of the branches of the Legislature 
on a question of privilege, has probably done much to establish 
on a firmer foundation than ever the very principle against 
which that step on the part of the Upper House: appeared to 
militate, All general and direct attempts—and there were 
several—to oppose the policy of the Budget and the French Treaty, 
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as is well known, signally failed ; and in all their main features, 
they have become a part of our fiscal system, 

After several postponements, at length, on the 1st of March, 
Lord John Russell introduced the Reform Bill of the Government. 
Of the fate of that measure the record is by no means & satis- 
factory one. A compromise, in the fullest sense of that term, 
it was so contrived as to please no one, Weakly supported by 
its originators, and assailed from all quarters, with less of emotion 
than he had shown on former and similar occasions, Lord John 
early in June announced its relegation to that Parliamentary 
waste-basket which, like the 
famous tent of the Eastern 
Monarch, is equally ready to 
cover a single measure or to 
expand for the hiding of a 
thousand, 

In the record of events of 
the spring of 1860 it would 
be unpardonable if the public 
recognition of the volunteer 
force by the Sovereign of 
England were to be omitted. 
The reception by her Majesty 
of the officers of that force on 
the 7th of March must ever be 
remembered as the turning-point 
of the movement, while the 
magnificent spectacle of the 
review of a large body of 
citizen-soldiers in Eyde Park 
in June, and at Edinburgh in 
August, to say nothing of a 
remarkable exhibition of the 
same kind at Knowsley, when 
Lancashire showed so proudly, 
may be taken to have been its 
culmination. 

Pausing for a moment to cast 
a glance abroad, we find that 
the Italian cause has assumed 
rapid strides, The annexation 
of Tuscany and the Romagna to 
Piedmont was soon followed 
by the descent of Garibaldi 
upon Sicily, the occupation of 
Naples, the acceptance of Victor 
Emmanuel by the votes of the 
people as King, and the forma- 
tion of a kingdom of Italy, one 
and indivisible, with the excep- 
tion of that small fortress of 
Gaeta .where the last of the 
Neapolitan Bourbons  endea- 
voured to maintain a footing in 
the country which had cast him 
out, and the Venetian territory, 
which all things show must pass 
ere long from the hands of 
Austria—let us hope by peaceful 
means and not by the operation 
of a war—towards which the 
eyes of Europe are prophetically 
cast at this moment, and which, if it come to pass, must 
go far to give the last blew to the tottering empire of the 
house of Hapsburg, Spain having concluded her melodramatic 
war with Morocco, on the strength of which perhaps she sought 
to be raised in European diplomacy to the rank of a first-rate, 
had to encounter a mad attempt against the Crown on the part 
of the Conde de Montemolin and his brother, the easy crushing 
of which has probably tended to the better establishment of the 
present occupant of the throne of that realm, In this briefest of 
retrospects of Continental affairs it ought to be mentioned that 
the meeting and the locomotion of Sovereigns has been somewhat 
marked, The Emperor of the French visited the Grand Duke of 
Baden, with a hope, it was supposed, that he might attract other 
Potentates to the most charming of German watering-places ; 
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while the Monarchs of Russia and Austria met the Princ 
Regent of Prussia in solemn conclave at Warsaw. The 
Empress of ihe French, casting aside all the attributes of her 
rank, has visited Great Britain under circumstances and in 
a manner peculiarly calculated to win the admiration and 
respect of our people; and the reception she met with, 
marked as it was by good taste and good feeling, was 
probably not without an influence on the mind of her 
Imperial husband. It may have been only a coincidence ; 
but it is to be remarked that the abolition of passports in 
France, so far as regards ali British subjects, followed hard on 
the emphatically friendly and social visit of the Empress to our 
shores. The Empress of Austria has found it mecessary to her 
health to seek the curative climate of Madeira, whither she was 
eonveyed in the private yacht of the Queen of England, Our 
own Sovereign and the Prince Consort, in the autumn, enjoyed 
the privilege and the pleasure of a Continental tour, the chief 
ebject of which was a visit to that daughter of England who 
las gone from her country to adorn the Court of Prussia, 
Most notable, however, in immediate interest, and most import- 
ant in impression and result, has been that Transatlantic 
progress of the Prince of Wales which proved in every way so 
eminent a success, The list of Royal progresses will be as nearly 
complete as possible when due mention is made of the sailor 
voyaging of Prince Alfred, who was the object of nearly as en- 
thusiastic, if not quite so extended an ovation, in Sonth Africa 
as greeted his elder brother in North America. It will, perhaps 
not be out of place in the part of our record which has assumed 
a Royal hue to note down the fact of the betrothal of the 
Princess Alice to Prince Louis of Hesse Darmstadt. 

Our nan ative of events, which has to a certain extent preserved 
a chronological order, has now brought us a little beyond the 
middle of the year, and we find that about this time, some 
hideous massacres of Christians by the Druses in Syria having 
taken place, an intervention was agreed upon by the great 
Powers, and a force of French troops was sent into the country, 
England confining herself to a naval demonstration, her moral 
influence, and a subscription for the suffering survivors. All 
this time our Parliament was busying itself in talking of every 





with a certain appropriateness, being paid to Sir James 
Outram at the same time, Our social failings have some- 
what unhappily distinguished the past year. Among gigantic 
frauds, thas of Pullinger, who rifled the Union Bank, 
stands out prominent; while the commercial crimes which have 
been brought to light in connection with the dealings of the 
leather trade will, we trust, prove a step in the purgation of our 
trading system. The voyage of the Great Eastern to America 
and back ought not to go unrecorded, although; by that fatality 
which seems to have fastened on this noble specimen of naval 
architectuze, she has since passed into the obscurity of a vessel 
which is laid up in ordinary. It would have been more agree- 
able if we could have stated that the annals of the last twelve 
months were comparatively unstained by blood; but, truth to 
say, murder has stalked abroad to an unusual extent. Not to 
enter into a dreary catalogue of crime so hideous, it only needs 
to speak of Mullins, and the still undiscovered and inexplicable 
Road murder; and the case of the schoolmaster Hopley, who, 
though he beat a sickly boy to death, was only amenable to the 
law for manslaughter, 

With equal reluctance we turn to that sad record which, in 
modern phrase, is designated “ necrology,” The stern Sergeant 
Death has been plentiful in his arrests, On the 9th of January 
Lord Macaulay was committed to the tomb of honour in West- 
minster Abbey. Among the other names more or less noted that 
have been blotted out of the book of human life are to 
be found those of the Archbishop of York; the Bishops of 
Rochester and Worcester; Lord Londesborough, a mil- 
lionaire Peer, but a man of fine artistic archzological tastes ; 
the Marquis of Dalhousie, the Earl of Aberdeen, foremost men 
amongst statesmen ; Sir Henry Ward, an able administrator ; 
James Wilson, politician and financitr; Henry Drummond, 
a marked man in Parliament, and noticeable everywhere for 
cultivated intellect and personal eccentricity ; Matthew Talbot 
Baines, lawyer and legislator ; Baron Watson, Jurist and Judge, 


' who, like Talfourd, died on the Bench; Sir Willian Napier, 


possible subject, sitting day and night, debating to and fro, and | 


day after day witnessing the lapse of the measures which had 
held the chief places in the Ministerial programme ; but, never- 
theless, passing a multitude of minor and very useful bills. 
Among other things it should not be forgotten that the pro- 
duction of the Estimates,showed that the reconstruction 
of our Navy had gone on with great regularity and rapidity. 
and that in most respects the condition of the country, 
so far as defence was concerned, was highly satisfactory. 
But the crowning point of that question was reached when 
the Government, somewhat late in the Session, came down 
and asked for 2 vote for certain fortifications which ia 
their estimation were indispensable to the completion of the 
system of defence against invasion which is in process of 
organisation. Although subjected to much hostile criticism, the 
feeling of Parliament was so decidedly in favour of this plan 
that the necessary legislation was effected without any serious 
opposition. This was almost the last measure of importance 
which was submitted to Parliament, although about the same 
time Mr. Gladstone succeeded in bringing into perfect fruition 
his bills for the establishment of wine and refreshment honses, 
and, unchecked and almost unnoticed by the Lords, in con- 
formity with a clause in the French Treaty, reduced the 
eustoms duty on foreign paper to the amount levied in this 
eountry by the Excise. After a Session of a duration almost 
unprecedented, protracted almost beyond the strength and 
endurance of any member except perhaps the Premier, 
Parliament was prorogued on the 28th of August. Hencefor- 
ward the current of affairs is in a chronicle still more discursive. 
Among our difficulties we have had, and still have, to encounter 
a little war in New Zealand, the conduct of which up to the 
present time has reflected small credit on the officials, whether 
civil or military, in that dependency, In China a campaign has 
been carried on by our military and naval commanders with the 
most remarkable success ; and the singular, not to say romantic, 
fact of the occupation of Pekin by a European force has, by the 
skill and diplomatic ability of our negotiators, been made to result 
in a peace and a treaty which, if all that report speaks be true, 
will go as far as anything can to settle the vexed question of 
our relations with the Celestial Empire. Puarposely avoiding to 
place any statement which concerns the United States of America 
among our summary of foreign affairs, we here advert to the 
important political circumstance of the election of Mr. Lincoln 
to the Presidency of that great Republic, on principles which, if 
they mean anything, are decidedly Anti-Slavery, In this place, 
perhaps, it would be as well to mention that an Arctic expedition 
has left Boston, in the United States, for a still further explora- 
tion of the Polar Seas. Before quitting what may be more 
emphatically called public affairs, the order of time brings us 
to the remarkable fact of the promulgation by the Emperor of 
the French of important alterations in his governmental system, 
in the shape of greater freedom of debate to his Legislature, 
and the relaxing of that iron hand of officialism which has 
hitherto borne so heavily on the press in France—an act of 
great significance, and one which seems to be in keeping with a 
new tendency in the Imperial mind. 

If we glance at what may be called things in general, as 
distinguished from precise public events, it may be noticed 
that a considerable impulse has been given during the past year 
to what is called the Early-closing Movement, which is a step 
to that which we have often advocated in this Journal—the 
extension of the means and the time for relaxation among 
the people of this hardworking generation, The return of 
Lord Clyde to England, after the pacification of India, has 
been marked by more than one public recognition in the 
eity of London,, and especially by the presentation of a 
sword to him by the Corporation; a like: compliment, 





soldier and historian ; his cousin Sir Charles, a sailor every inch 
of him; Lord Dundonald, whose genius and spirit invested the 
naval profession which he adorned with the glitter of romance ; 
Sir Charles Barry, the architect of the new Houses of Parlia- 
ment; Sir William Ross, R.A., the graceful miniature-painter, 
Amongst the professors of the pen—G, P, R, James, novelist ; 
Mrs, Jamieson, an admirable art-critic ; and Albert Smith, 
Then, too, we have to add to the list Lady Byron, about 
whose name at one time so much interest clustered ; while, pass- 
ing beyond the confines of our own country, we include in our 
mortuary record Jerome Bonaparte, the last of the brothers of 
the great Napoleon ; the amiable Empress Dowager of Russia, 
relict of Nicholas I. ; Marshal Reille, an old soldier of the French 
Empire; Baron Bunsen, the learned and excellent, who so 
successfully interwove literature and diplomacy; the Abbé 
Huc, the Chinese traveller; and, alas! many more might be 
added to the list. 

A sketch of the year 1860 would not be complete without 
reference to one subject which in the last twelve months has 
persistently forced itself on the attention of every one of us, 
and that is the weather. Peculiar and remarkable as the past 
year has been in many respects, its most out-of-the-way feature 
has certainly been climatic, Rain, unceasing, pitiless; gales, 
floods, alike in spring, summer, autumn, winter. Snow in 
June, shivering temperature in July, redoubled water- 
spouting in August, and so all along till now, when 
frost assumes its state, and we are enabled at last to 
pronounce the weather seasonable, Happily, the serious fears 
which were entertained for the safety of the harvest were not 
realised in their fulness and extent; and the capability of 
English soil to bear moisture without detriment has been most 
abundantly vindicated. Happily, also, the unsatisfactory con- 
dition of the earth and sky, so far as regards the comfort and 
the pleasure of mortals, did not produce a corresponding in- 
fluence on the health of the country, sickness as a whole having 
been below the average ; while meteorologists tell us that, after 
all, the profuse rainfall of 1860 is only a due compensation for 
the dronghts of 1858 and 1859,

physical, which go to make up that literary phenomenon, a first-class 

ial co’ mdent, In an article in the 7imes the following obser- 
vations occur in reference to their correspondent, the spirit and feeling of 
which will, we think, meet with general concurrence :—“ Every one has for 
many days listened for news of Mr. Bowlby’s fate with an almost personal 
interest, and will receive the information of his death as a personal 
loss. Upon his pen we all depended for our knowledge of what has 
been passing in the far East. e all expected him to open for us the 
gates of that fabled capital of Cathay which had been one of the 
mysteries of our young days. We all remember that admirable letter 
in which the capture of the forts was described in al! its minutest 
details, yet in details so skilfully grouped that their minuteness did not 
tire; and we had all impatiently hoped to see that same pen again 
employed upon a subject of still higher interest, and in which the 
peculiar ae f of the writer would find still better scope. This 
expectation will now never be fulfilled.”

AUSTRIA, 

M. von Schmerling, the new Austrian Home Minister, has addressed 
to the Governors of the different provinces an important citcular, in 
which he explains the principles of the policy which will be pursued. 
The Emperor's intentions, as expressed in the manifesto of the 20th of 
October last, are to be fully carried out. Religious freedom and 
equality are to be secured, education is to be promoted, the “free 
development of the nationalities” is to be permitted, and all “ pre- 
ventive interference ” with the press is to cease, The proceedings of 
the civil and criminal courts are to be public and oral: The Council 
of the Empire—which is to legislate on eral subjects, while the 
provincial diets will decide provincial quutien--wih be composed of 
members chosen by the provincial diets, and of additional members, 
apparently appointed by the Crown, Its debates are to be public, and 
it 1s to possess the power of originating laws. The provincial dicts are 
to be chosen by direct elections, on the principle of representation of 
the different interests. In conclusion, M. von Schmerling exhorts his 
subordinates to a rigid observance of the laws, and to perfect candour 
in their reports ee ary by condition of the country. 

The appointments of the members of the Governorship Council for 
Hungary are as follows :—Count Ladislaus Karolyi is appointed Vice- 
President of the Council ; Court Councillor Szalay has been appointed 
Director of the Chancery. The Councillors are to enter upon their 
duties on the 2nd of fee | next, when the present offices of the 
Governorship will be abolished. The circular of Baron von Schmerling 
has created a great sensation in Hungary, 

It is stated that the Austrian Council of Ministers has decided on 
demanding from the Pope the complete abolition of the Concordat. 
Negotiations to that effect have been opened with Rome. 

e Vienna Press gives the following sum of the Hungarian 
electoral law :—“ The electoral law, which the Conference of Gran 
has just recommended for adoption, is extremely liberal. It confers 
the elective franchise on all the male inhabitants of Hungary, native 
or naturalised, aged twenty years and upwards, without distinction of 
religion, provided they are in full enjoyment of civil rights, have never 
been convicted of certain crimes, and are comprised in any of the 
following categoyes :—1. In royal free towns and communes having 
an organised municipality, those who — @ house or land to the 
value of 300 florins; 2, Tradesmen and artisans, keeping a shop, or 
rir one journeyman at least ; 8. Those who possess an income 
of 4 florins, whether derived from real property or capital ; 
4. Members of the learned professions, without regard to income; 
5. Those who have hitherto been members of municipalities, even if 
they do not possess any of the above qualifications, Ai electors who 
have attained the age of twenty-four are eligible, provided they can 
speak the Magyar language, which will be used in all legislative pro- 
ceedings, The elections are to be direct, and the voting public.”

It is stated in a letter from Berlin that the Prussian Cabinet has 
addressed a circular to the’ confederated States setting forth the pre- 
sent situation of the difference with Denmark, and proposing mea- 
sures for obtaining a solution of it. It is added that on this matter 
Austria is quite in accordance with Prussia, 

A Berlin letter of the 17th says:—‘“ The general security of the 
Prussian fortresses, both on sea and land frontiers, is a question now 
under consideration at the Ministry of War. The fortifications of 
Stettin are to be augmented ; Koenigsberg and Posen are to be raised 
to the rank of fortresses of the first c The south-eastern frontier, 
towards Poland, Hungary, and Austria, and the western, towards the 
Moselle, are less strongly defended. The small fortress of Juliers has 
already been dismantled; Sarrelouis, which is not tenable, will 
undergo the same fate; but Tréves is to be made a first-class fortress, 
It is said that the plans for fortifying this last place are in course of 
preparation.” 

The Berlin journals of the 22nd state that a German merchant, 
writing from Yokuhama, in Japan, confirms the fact that the ne- 
gotiations for a treaty of commerce between Japan and Prussia, which

had been commenced by Count Eulenuburg, had been embarrassed by a 
number of difficulties raised by the Japanese Government, but that 
the Count had declared that he would remain near the island with his 
squadron for eight months in the hope of removing them. 

SAXONY. 

The King, after having suffered during six days from a severe 
cold, was attacked yesterday week measles, The Ministry are 
intrusted with the entire direction of the Government during the illness 
of the King. 

The official Dresden Journal of yesterday weck contains the follow- 
ing :—“Count Ladislaus Teleki, the Hungarian refugee, who had 
arrived here with a f-lse English passport, has been arrested and 
delivered up to Austria.” The arrest and extradition of the Count has 
caured a great sensation in Dresden, and many of the aristocracy have 
eomplained vehemently of the course pursued by the authorities, 


SWITZERLAND. 

The National Council, in its sitting of yesterday we2k, took into 
consideration the decree concerning the construction of military roads 
in the Alps submitted to it by the Federal Council. The National 
Council resolved upon returning this project to the Federal Council for 
a definitive report (to be made in the course of the next Session) on the 
negotiations with the different cantons for its realisation, and on the 

vuniary sacrifices which the construction of these roads might 
involve, 

The sittings of the National Council and the Council of the States 
were both closed last Saturday by their respective Presidents, who in 
their speeches reviewed past events and exhorted the members to union. 
Dr. Blumer, President of the Council of the States, especially alluded 
to the internal differences which had arisen in reference to the question 
of Savoy, and warned the press to avoid raising suspicions against 
those who may entertain a different view of things to their own. 


RUSSIA. 

The Grand Duke Constantine, as Admiral-in-Chief of the Russian 
fleet, has introduced a series of ameliorations in the maritime schools 
of the empire. The Prince had previously effected radical reforms in 
the organisation of the department of naval stores ; and he intends, it 
is said, to continue his reforming mission with indefatigable perse- 
verance, As regards the naval schools, the Grand Duke has, among 
other things, decided that boys of all classes of society may enter 
them. Hitherto they, like the military schools, were reserved to the 
sons of nobles, On leaving these establishments pupils attain the 
grade of officer. ty 

General Hasford, Commander of the corps-d’armée in Siberia, has 
addressed a report to the Government, giving an account of an irrup- 
tion into the Russian territory by the Kokans. Taking advantage of 
the excitement which prevails among the Mussulmans, the Kokans 
collected numerous bands among the nomade Kirghis tribes of the 
valley of Tchow, and, to the number of 20,000, c the frontier with 
the intention of possessing themselves of the fortress of Kaslek, The 
enterprise was, however, baffled by Colonel Klopakowski, who forced 
the enemy to retire. The Russians are stated to have sustained only 
insignificant loss, but the Kokans left on the ground about 1500 
killed, and among them most of their chiefs, 

TURKEY. 

The Lerant Herald announces that the Hazne Tahvili (Treasury 
Bonds) have been renewed for three years. A great fall has in conse- 
quence taken place in these securities. .

UNITED STATES. 

The crisis increases in interest as the time approaches when the 
Southern States must decide whether or not they will take the fatal 
leap. If accounts from Washington are to be credited, even the 
extreme compromise party are hopelessly at a discount, and nothing 
but disunion, at least as far as six or seven of the States are concerned, 
is possible. Mr. Cobb, Secretary of the Treasury, resigned his office 
on the 11th instant, on account of his secession proclivities. His 
resignation presents an ugly aspect ; and the refusal of the members for 
Arkaneas, Florida, and South Carolina to serve on the ial Committee 
of the House of Representatives appointed to consider the perilous 
state of the Union is also justly regarded as an ill omen. But a still 
more serious statement is made. It is that the caucus of Southern 
Senators now sitting at Washington is not only in favour of the right 
of secession, but all but unanimously regard that policy as inevitable. 
The plan which they have under consideration, and which has been 
suggested by one the Senators for Mississippi, is to induce the 
cotton States to pone final action until the Southern States 
generally have had time to hold conventions, so that the South, as 
a whole, may, simultaneously with the secession of Jits individual 
members, be in a position to adopt the machinery of the Federal 
Government as it at present exists, and invite the more Conservative 
of the Northern States to form part of the new confederacy. They 
P to take the government, the laws, and the treaty obligations 
of the United States just as they stand. Such is the story told by the 
New York Herald ; but the Tribune, which is a much more sober 
journal, represents the caucus as being greatly divided on the question. 
There ‘s evidently a strong feeling in favour of the Union in the border 
Slave States, in Virginia especially that feeling has received very 
emphatic ex ion. But still, even here the necessity of some com- 
sromise involving the repeal of the Personal Liberty Acts of the Free 
Rtates is insisted upon. Appeals are being addressed to Mr. Lincoln 
imploring him to use his influence for the repeal of this legislation; 
but, even if he were so disposed, the influence he could exert in this 
direction would be very small. 

The President has just been assured that the authorities of South 
Carolina will make no resistance either to the collection of duties or to 
the possession ef the forts guarding Charleston harbour during the 
remainder of his administration, 

On the 10th the extra Session of the Louisiana Legislature com- 
menced, and the Governor sent in his message. He recommends a 
convention, and says that Louisiana ought not to refuse to meet her 
sister Slave States in demanding a repeal of obnoxious laws at the 
North, and a guarantee against such legislation in the future, These 
questions should be met before the —- of Mr. Lincoln, and 
becanse the honour and self-respect of the Stave does not comport with 
her remaining in the Union under a black Republican ident. 
A resolution was offered recommending a military board, and appro- 
priating half a million of dollars for the purchase of arms for volunteers. 

The House of Representatives of Nebraska territory has »assed a bill 
prohibiting slavery in Nebraska, with but two dissenting votes, It 
will probably pase the Council.

In the last sitting of the Belgian Chamber of Representatives 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, in answer to a question on the subject of 
paseports, declared that the Bel Government had been for some time past 
in communication with foreign Powers for the purpose of effecting a general 
and reciprocal suppression of the passport system. 


Prince Eugéne of Savoy-Carignan has issued a decree fixing 
the “proportion of alloy in the new copper money to be issued throughout 
Italy at 960-thousandths of copper to 40-thousandths of tin.

Pekin, Oct. 31. 

The Treaty of Tien-Tsin was ratified and the Convention signed here, 
on the 24th of October, by Lord Elgin and Prince Hung. 

The same formalities were gone through with Baron Gros on the 
following day. 

The indemnity to be paid by the Chinese has been fixed at 8,000,000 
taels in all. 

The following is a summary of the convention :— 

In Article 1 the Emperor regrets the misunderstanding at the Taku 
Forts last year. 

Art, 2 stipulates that a British Minister shall reside at Pekin. 

Art. 3 arranges the payment of the indemnity by instalments, 

Art. 4 opens the port of Tien-Tsin to trade, 

Art, 5 removes the interdict on emigration. 

Art, 6 cedes Kowloon to the British Crown. 
. Art. 7 provides for the immediate operation of the Treaty of Tien- 

sin, 

Art. 8 orders the promulgation of the treaty throughout China, 

Art. 9 stipulates the evacuation of Chusan by the British force. 

The allied armies are to leave Pekin on the 8th of November. 

It is reported that the Ist Royals, the 87th, the Queen's, the Buffs, 
and the Marines proceed to England. 

Lord Elgin resides in Pekin. 

The Emperor is at Zhehol, in Tartary. 

Bowlby, De Norman, and Anderson have been buried with great 
solemnity. 

Brabazon was beheaded about the 2ist.cf September. 

The Abbe de Luc also met with the same fate, 

The sum of £100,000 has been exacted for the families of the British 
officers who have been murdered. 

The summer palace of the Emperor was burnt by the British on the

THE ARMSTRONG GuN.—The manufacture of the 100-pounder 
Armstrong guns intended for naval service is now making rapid progress at 
the Royal gun-factories, Woolwich. Six of that species were on Taursday 
week successfully tested at the Arsenal butt, and were passed for servic>, The 
new principle introduced by Sir William Armstrong for the purpose of afford- 
ing additional strength to the breech and chamber throughout--namely, of 
forging that segment entire, and thereby admitting the metallic fibres hori- 
zontally—is now pronounced an undoubted improvement. The whole of the 
heavy guns, it is stated, will in future be manufactured according to that 
principle. Some 25-pounders are likewise to be manufacture] for ship 
service.——A letter, signed “ A Practical Gunner,” urges the introduction of 
uniform bores for ship guns, so that uniform ammunition would fit every 
gun. With reference to Sir William Armstrong’s gun the writer says :—*' In 
the Armetrong the recoil is very sharp, and will cause severe strain on ships’ 
decks, bolts, and sides. The elaborate deflecting sight, too, increases the time 
and difficulty of pointing, and sometimes the breech-screw gets set so fast as only 
to be moved with difficulty—a defect which increases with the size of the gan ; 
and in eustained and quick firing the vent-piece is very liable to be blown out. 
Notwithstanding every care the grooving fouls and the balls strip—a serious 
defect, which also increases with the size of the gun, and renders it dangerous 
to fire over troops or boats. To these disadvantages is added that, in case of 
damage to the screw, which in the 100-pounder is exceedingly unwieldy and 
liable to injury, the gun cannot be loaded from the muzzle, lead-coated shot 
only can be fired, and a particular powder is required ; so that all our present 
vast stores of shot, shell, and powder, both at home and abroad, would be 


useless.”

The members of the four Paisley companies of tha Renfrewshire Rifle 
Volunteers supped together in the Exchange Rooms on the evening of Friday, 
the 2]stinst.,on the§occasion of the presentation of prizes to the successful com- 
petitors at their late shooting-matches—namely, Mr. M. Morrison, C: 
Gilmour, Mr. Jas. H. Dunn, Mr. R. Paterson, Mr. Wm. Paterson, & 
Millar, Mr. R. Adam, Mr. J. Ronald, Sergeant Rowand. Corporal Gi 
scored nine points, four centres, and one outer, at 700 yards. with an Enfield 
rifle ; and, to show the keenness of the competition, it may be stated that ties 
had to be shot off in all the companies. 

The following important document relating to volunteer officers has just 
been issued from the War Office :—* The Secretary of State for War has 
recently had under his consideration the reports of the various inspections that 
have been made of the volunteer corps of all arms throughout the kingdom ; 
and, while expressing his great satisfaction at the high degree of efficiency 
attained by many of these corps and the considerable progress made by the 
majority of them in their drill, especially at the amount of time, labour, and 
attention which many officers have bestowed on the acquirement of a thorough 
knowledge of their duties, he feels bound also to observe that toa great portion 
of those officers who have not before served continued study and an increased 
knowledge of their duties appear to be essential, if they desire to prove them- 
selves fit for the important commands with which they have been intrnsted. 
As regards non-attendance at drills, the Secretary of State requests the atten- 
tion of officers to the 8th clause of the Act 44, George III., cap 54, which 
specifies the minimum number of drills at which attendance is necessary to 
render them effective. The Secretary of State feels it to be his duty to all the 
volunteer corps to secure te them, as far as is possible, the advantage which 
so many already enjoy of efficient officers thoroughly versed in their drill and 
duties. The high degree of intelligence possessed by the great body of the 
volunteers renders it especially necessary that all their officers should be well 
acquainted with their duties ; and it is impossible that an officer who has not 
a competent knowledge how to command and instruct his men can long main- 
tain his influence and authority over them, even if supported by the weight of 
local position and connections, while it is evident that in the event of the 
volunteer force being called out for actual service the place of the incompetent 
officer would have immediately to be supplied by a person fit to command. 
The Adjutant of a battalion of volunteers is charged with its instruction, an1 
he is held responsible, under the officer commanding, for the efficiency upon 
parade of the officers, unless it is shown that they have negleciel] to avail 
themselves of his services. The Secretary of State for War hopes, therefore, 
that the officers of volunteers will do their utmost in this respect to support 
the Adjutants of their respective battalions.—DE GREY AND RIPON.”

ROBBERY OF A McsEUM.—The Nazione of Florence gives an 
account of an extensive robbery committed at Florence on the night of the 
lith. All those who have visited that capital must be aware of the immense 
treasures of art contained in the far-famed gallery of the Uffizi. Qn the 
night in question some thieves entered the Salla delle Gemme, or saloon of 
jewels of the gallery, and carried off a vast quantity of articles, all of con- 
siderable intrinsic value, but infinitely more valuable as objects of art. Among 
them are several rings the work of Benvenuto Cellini, and a precious ring 
which had belonged to Coemo dei Medici. Other a:ticles, which were too large 
to be carried off, have been wantonly spoiled or broken ; among them, a vase of 
Oriental onyx (of one piece), and one of the largest known. The value of the 
articles lost is calculated at upwards of 1,000,000f. The keeper of this saloon, w! 
informed the police of the fact, is as yet the only person arrested. The thicves 
effected their entrance by the skylight; the roof they could only have rea 
either from the Palazzo Vecchio or the Pitti Palace. They also had a false key 
to the door opening into the corridor of the Uffizi, but they could not make 
use of it, finding it barred from without.

KEY TO ACROSTIC ENIGMA, 
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LONDON, SATURDAY, DECEMBER 29, 1860. 





THE new year opens pleasantly so far as England is concerned, 
We appear to have made as advantageous a peace with China 
as circumstances will permit, and the prospective development 
of commerce with that enormous empire is a theme on which 
speculation may indulge almost unchecked, The honour of our 
arms has been amply vindicated, and the sight of a British force 
in Pekin is not likely to be forgotten either by Chinaman or 
Tartar. A solemn ceremonial has marked the interment of the 
martyrs to Tartar treachery, and an actual cession of a small 
but important piece of land will be of great advantage 
to our Chinese settlement. We have no other enemies 
to subdue except some troublesome ones in New Zealand, 
who are fighting for an idea, one that may be extremely 
inconvenient to our colonists, but which is not on the whole un- 
reasonable in those who have not learned to appreciate the prin- 
ciples on which modern civilisation deals with the autochtynes 
of an uncivilised region, Mismanagement and divided counsels 
may render the New Zealand difficulty more important than 
it appeared, and the views of the missionary clergy are also 
boldly opposed to those of the Government, Elsewhere all is 
peace with our neighbours and loyalty among our colonists, 
What might have been a dangerous mutiny in India has 
been promptly crushed out by the stern determination of 
our admirable Commander-in-Chief, Sir Hugh Rose, Oar 
politics are stagnant, as usual, at this period of the 
year; but in a little more than a month the Parliamentary 
machine will be “in gear,” and working with its ordinary 
amount of clatter, to the production of what valuable legis- 
latorial article time will show, The managers’ announcement 
will be looked for with interest oz the 5th of February. 
Scotland is, as ever, calm, shrewd, and persevering, and keeps a 
vigilant and not altogether content eye upon her Lord Advocate 
and the other representatives of her interests in the Imperial 
Assembly. Ireland is disturbed only by an occasional outburst 
of Orange folly, and by ludicrous pastorals in which her Roman 
Catholic hierarchy bewail the troubles of the Pope and the pro- 
gress of liberty and enlightenment ; “ but they stili move,” as was 
said by the victim of Roman Catholic objectors, to the solar 
system. Abroad there is a disquiet spirit in motion; but it is not 
unreasonable to hope that the wisdom of a few s‘atesmen may 
prevail alike over the obstinacy of despots and the wildness of 
democrats, The reforms and concessions made by the Emperor 
of the French must produce a certain amount of good, while 
much more will arise from the slow but steady recogni- 
tion, on both sides of the Channel, of the true principles 
of commerce. Austria is in a pitiable state, from the 
attempt to patch up a union between liberal theory 
and despotic practice, and still more from the bankruptcy 
consequent upon false finance, added to all which disastrous 
condition is the supposed necessity of retaining foreign posses- 
sions in opposition to the wish of the people, and in contravention 
of natural territorial arrangements, Italy is all but free, and 
the last days of the year were surely among those of the Bourbon 
Monarchy. While we write the guns of Sardinia are thundering 
on the last defences of the ex-King, who stubbornly clings to a 
few fortifications, which mean nothing, now that the sceptre has 
been adjuged to other hands than his own, and whence he has 
been adjured by his most compassionate neighbours to depart. 
A chance shell may give to a tyrant a soldier's grave, The Pope 
makes no sigu at the moment, beyond sending out laments, 
and demands upon the Roman Catholic world for money; and 
the very aristocracy of Rome are holding themselves aloof from 
him—some, indeed, making liberal demonstrations; while 
others, almost as significantly, protest against being involved in 
any participation in his Holiness’s quarrel, Neither in Germany, 
Spain, the Peninsula, nor the North, is any movement of import- 
ance taking place ; but, should the ice break under the feet of 
Austria, some of the constituents of the first-named “ geographical 
expression” will be precariously situated, and may collapse 
rather than amalgamate, unless wise in time. Russia is watching 
both Christendom and the Mohammedan Empire, and looks 
with sinister glance on the prolonged occupation of Syria by 
the army of France, The “sick man” is in a most unsatis- 
factory state, and the spasmodic efforts he is making in order to 
show himself convalescent are in themselves debilitating, and 
present a bad sign to diplomatic physicians. Yet he has been 
long moribund, and may linger like an aged spinster who, in 
the possession of an annuity, scandalises her friends, and 
especially the grantors, by her unreasonable longevity. In 
Africa the apparent failure of the Suez scheme—so deter- 
minately denounced by Lord Palmerston—is the only point 
for mention, unless we add that the vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the Livingstone expedition may at this very time 
be preparing the way for results in which our children's 
children shall be profoundly interested. The great American 
Republic is agitated by the slavery question, and at this moment 
it is impossible to say whether the combined agency of an idea 
and of a commercial instinct may not sever the mighty Union 
and give the map a new country, In Mexico all is rapine, 





violence, fraud, and priestly intrigue, and it does not scem pro- 





bable that much time can elapse before foreign swords are called 
in to establish something like order, Brazil is pursuing a wise 
course : internal improvements of various kinds are de- 
veloping the resources of a glorious country, and the 
Empire in the South promises a noble rivalry with the Republic 
of the North. And with this rapid glance, which has a!most 
literally surveyed mankind from China to Peru, we may com- 
mence our record of the new year, in all thankfulness for the 
numerous boons conferred, during the last, by an all-merciful 
Providence, and in the assured belief that if England be truc to 
herself, and obedient to the teachings of religion, humanity, and 
sound sense, she will be able, at the close of 1861, to look back 
upon its incidents, be they what they may, with the legitimate 
pride of the Queen of Nations.

Townley, 51 years; and the late Dr. Croly, 25 years. 


The Clayton Memorial Church at Newcastle is ready for 
opening. Consecration is for the present deferred, to allow time to complete 
arrangements with the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 


The new Church of St. Paul’s, Onslow -square, South Kensing- 
ton, was on Monday consecrated by the Bishop of London, who afterwards 
preached in the church to a large congregation. The building, which is cal- 
culated to hold about 1500 persons, is in the plaiaest style of Gothic archi- 
tecture. Nearly one-fourth of the sittings are to be free, or let at a merely 
nominal rent. 


The special Sunday evening services in Westminster Abbey 
will commence with the first Sundar of the New Year. The preachers for the 
month of January will be :—Jan. 6, the Rev. the Lord John Thynne, Sub-Deaa 
of Westminster; Jan. 13, the Rev. J. Jennings, Canon of Westminster ; 
Jan. 20, the Rev. Daniel Moore, Incembent of Camden Church, Camberwell ; 
Jan, 27, the Rev. James Moorhouse. 


Messrs, William Kaye and Son, manufacturers, Clayton West, 
in conjunction with Mr. William Kaye, jun., of Melbourne, Australia, have 
commenced the erection of a new free «school and house for schoolmistress at 
Clayton West, which they propose to endow and give to the residents of th» 
township. The entire cost will not be less than £3000, 


The laying of the corner-stone of the proposed new Church of 
All Saints’, Denstone, Staffordshire, took place on Thursday week. The 
church is to be built and endowed by Mr. Heywood for a district containing 
a population of about 420, recently taken out of the three parishes of Alton, 
Rocester, and Ellastone. 

A Book-hawking Association in connection with the Church 
of England has been established in the Dean Forest division of Gloucestershir-. 


St. Peter's Church, at Quernmore, near Lancaster, erected at 
the expense of Mr. Garnett, of Quernmore Park, was consecrated yesterday 
week by the Bishop of the diocese. 

The committee of the Clerical Fund and Poor Clergy Relief 
Society have made during the past year grants to ninety poor clergymen, In- 
cumbents and Curates, amounting to £393, and to eighteen widows of clergy- 
men, £111; a total of £504. In addition to these grants of money they have 
distributed no less than one hundred parcels of clothing, new and old, the esti- 
mated value of which is £324. The society is one of the most valuable in the 
metropolis, as its bounty is given in money and clothing to the peor clergy and 
their widows in England, Wales, and Ireland. 


The Rev. Bryan King, of St. George’s-in-the-East, writes a 
letter to the Bishop of London, designed as “a public and solemn protest” 
against the conduct of the Bishop towards its author and his parishioners. At 
the conclusion of the letter Mr. King says—‘‘ Even you, my Lord, can scarcely 
be sanguine enough to imagine that I shall respect the acts of your late illegal 
aggression upon my return to my charge.”

the Solicitor-General. The vote was thus equal by nations, but numerically 
the returns were in favour of Sir Andrew. The casting vote is said to be with

WILLS AND BEQUESTS 

"Lhe will of his Grace the Most Noble Charles Gordon, Duke of Richmond 
and Lennox, Earl of March and Darnley, Baron Settrington and Methuen, and 
Duke d’Aubigny, in France, K.G., P.C., of Gordon Castle, N.B., Goodwood 
Park, Sussex, and of Portland-place, bears date the 19th of July, 1850, and is 
very brief. His Grace has appointed his son the Earl of March and Darnley, 
now Duke of Richmond and Lennox, sole executor, to whom probate was 
granted on the 17th of December by her Majesty's principal registry. The 
pereonalty was sworn under £120,000, The dispositions contained in the will 
are to the following effect :—His Grace directs that all books and family 
pictures, both ancient and modern, contained in Gordon Castle, be held in 
trust as “ heir-hip movables” according to the law of Scotland. The books, 
plate, and family pictures contained at his Grace's seat, Goodwood, and at his 
town mansion, Portiand-place, be held in trust as heirlooms. His Grace then 
devises and bequeaths the whole of his property, real and personal, to his son 
and suceessor, the present Duke. This contains the whole substance of the 
will, there being no other bequest whatever. The attesting witnesses thereto 
are Messrs. M. S. and F. G. Davidson, solicitors. His Grace died at his residence, 
51, Portland-place, on October 21, aged seventy. 

The will of Admiral Sir Charles Napier, K.C.B., M.P. for Southwark, of 
Merchistoun Hall, Horndean, Hants, and Albemarle-street, Piccadilly, dated 
the 4th of December, 1848, was proved in the London Court of Probate on the 
12th of December by his daughter, Eloisa Fanny Harriett Jodrell, and her hus- 
band, the Rev. Henry Jodrell, M.A., Chaplain to the Duke of Leeds, and Rector 
of Gisleham, Suffolk, two of the executors ; power reserved to the Right Hon. 
Francis Lord Napier, of Thirlestane, Scotland. The personalty was sworn 
under £30,000, Sir Charles disposes of his estate, real and personal, to his 
daughter for her life, and after her decease to her husband, the Rev. Henry 
Jodrell ; and on the death of the last survivor of them the estates are to 
devolve to their eldest son on the express condition of his assuming the name 
of Napier, together with the arms and crest of the family. The witnesses to 
the will are C. B. Hibbard, solicitor, and J. C. Chandler, his clerk. There is a 
codicil so recently executed as 1855 in Sir Charles's own handwriting. This 
instrument gives an annuity of £100, together with the Admiral’s residence, 
Albemarie-street, and the furniture contained therein, to Mrs. Charles Wilkins, 
which annuity and bequest on her decease are to descend to her children. This 
codicil is witnessed by Captain G. T. Gordon, R.N., and J. W. Ozzard, Pay- 
master R.N. Sir Charles died on the 6th of November last, aged 74. This 
gallant Admiral, who was so eminent in his profession, was decorated with 
several foreign orders and titles. 

The will of his Excellency Sir Henry George Ward, G.C.M.G., Governor of 
Madras, formerly Governor and Commander-in-Chief of Ceylon, bears date in 
1839, at Gilston Park, Hertford. The executors nominated are his relict, 
Emily Lady Ward, and her brother, Rear-Admiral C. H. Swinburne, who have 
both renounced the grant of probate, whereupon letters of administration, 
with the will annexed, were taken out on the 17th of December in the London 
Court by Swinburne Ward, Esq., the testator’s son. The personalty in this 
county was sworn under £5000, Sir Henry died at Madras on the 2nd of 
October last. The dispositions of the will are confined to a few sentences, 
giving the whole of the property to his wife, Emily Lady Ward, for her own 
use avsolutely. Sir Henry was well known for his distinguished services as a 
ciplom itist and aiiach’, and as a member of the House of Commons; and, 
previoualy to his appointment as Governor to the Presidencies of Madras and 
Ceylon, he had held the office of Secretary to the Board of Admiralty. 


A St. Petersburg letter of the 12th says:—‘“ The Russian 
capital has assumed its winter dress, and the season commences well. The 
temperature is moderate enough ; no thaws, no hurricanes, no snowdrifts, but 
excellent sledging ; in a word, it is impossible to have anything finer, at least 
@r a Russian.” 


Hints AS TO TARGETS AND RIFLES,—I propose to put the 
present eight-foot target on wheels, to run on a tramway, and be drawn back- 
wards and forwards by the markers in the butts, by means of a windlass, at 
the rate at which troops march. The figures of men should be painted on the 
target. A soldier would then learn to allow the necessary elevation and de- 
pression of his rifle. As at present taught, a man taking an accurate aim at a 
a line two deep, advancing at a distance, say 800 yards, must inevitably miss 
it. I hear an Enfield rifie of reduced length is in course of manufactuse. This 
alteration may improve its balance, and, as the stock is to be shortened, may 
bring it more handily to some men’s shoulders, but it must reduce its 
bayoneting powers, The French know, what every one knows who has scen 
thefrifle used in action, that soldiers will not use the sights, and so they are re- 
moving them. I do not advise this, but I do urge that our men be taught, not 
theoretically in the lecture-rcom, but practically in the field, to elevate and 
depress their rifles without using the sights, which are very liable to get out 
of order. The Emperor is encouraging volunteer artillery corps along his 
coasts, allowing such service to count as regular service. This will soon give 
him a very formidable artillery force.—Leter ‘rom a Practical Soldier in the 
** Times.” 

CoLLiery ExpLosions,—Mr, John Brown, a member of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, sends a highly practical letter on this subject 
to the Zimes. No ventilation, however good, can, in his opinion, guard 
against the consequence of a sudden emission of gas from highly-charged 
coal. {I am well acquainted with collieries that are liable to yield, without a 
moment's warning, such large quantities of explosive gas that 1 am 
quite sure no amount of ventilation that can practically, and not upon paper, 
be passed through the workings, would dilute the enormous quantities of this 
suddenly issuing gas sufficiently to prevent it ~a-y fy the first naked light 
with which it came in contact. I have known in this district gas to issue 
from beneath the coal with such violence as to rip up the floor, which was 
almost as hard as stone, producing great fissures several feet in depth and 
many yaids in length, the gas issuing therefrom with a noise like that 
producd by high-pressure steam escaping from a safoty-valve. At 
the period of this occurrence we had two kinds of safety-lamps in 
use in this pit—viz., Davy and Stephenson; and the gas, in going 
off to the upcast shaft, hdd to pass great numbers of men who were at 
work with both kinds of lamps. ‘The whole of the Davys became red hot 
almost instantaneously from the rapid ignition of the gas, within the gauze ; 
the Stephenson's were as instantly self-extinguished from the same cause, it 
being the prominent qualification of these lamps that, in addition to affording 
a somewhat better light than the Davy lamp, they are suddenly extinguished 
when placed within a highly explosive atmosphere, so that no person can remain 
working and run the risk of his lamp becooming red hot—which, under such cir- 
cumstances, would be the result with the Davy iamp. The red-hot lamps were, 
most fortunately, all safely put ont, althongh the men in many cases had 
their hands severely burned by the gauze, but from that time I fully resolved 
to adopt the exclusive use of the Stephenson lamps, and not expose men to 
the fearful rick they must run from working with Davy lamps during the 
probable recurrence of a similar event,”

METROPOLITAN NEWS, 





On Sunday last a pastoral from Cardinal Wiseman was read 
in all the Roman Catholic churches and chapels of the archdiocese of 
Westminster. His Eminence on this occasion confined himself to au carnest 
appeal for charity towards the Roman Catholic poor in connection with the 
festive associations of Christmas. 


FIRE AND Loss OF THREE LivEs.—On Tuesday morning, 
between two and three o'clock, a fire broke out in the dwelling-house of a 
cabinetmaker, named Hopps, at Back Church-lane, Whitechapel, when the 
premises were complelely destroyed, and three of his children, aged respec- 
tively twelve, cight, and six years, were burned to death. This catastrophe 
was occasioned, it is said, by the incautious opening of the front door, which 
drove the flames into the house, and prevented the firemen from effecting an 
entrance.——Another fire, more destructive of property, but happily unattended 
with loss of jife, took place at Messrs. Payne’s}toy-factory, Holborn, which burnt 
from the forenoon till a late hour in the evening. 

“ Boxine Day.”—Wednesday being Boxing Day was, accord- 
ing to long-established custom, devoted to recreation and pleasure by the hard- 
working Londoners. Taking advantage of the dry, crisp weather, au immense 
number resorted to the parks as spectators or as participators in the sports of 
skating and sliding. The places of public amusement were also crowded with 
old and young, and above 28,000 the British Museum, while the 
attractions at the Crystal Palace drew together the large number of 23,000 
persons. In the evening the theatres were crowded to excess, and harlequin, 
clown, and pantaloon maintained their long-established prestige, and a general 
chorus of involuntary laughter, from old as well as young, testified to the 
success ef the pantomimes. 


SUPPRESSION OF A TWELFTH-CAKE LOTTERY.—Many of 
onr readers have no doubt seen an announcement that a grand distribution of 
twelfth cakes, of the aggregate value of £10,000, would take place by lottery 
at the Hanover-square Rooms. This is an illegal practice, and the Govern- 
ment have expressed their determination to enforce the law. Accordingly,!M. 
Louis Dethier, the director, was summoned to appear at the Bow-street Police 
Court to answer a charge which Mr. Metcalfe was instructed to prefer. That 
gentleman expatiated on the illegal nature of the lottery, but stated that, as 
the prosecution was not a vindictive one, the Government would not insist 
upon exacting a penalty if the defendant would give up his scheme. This M. 
Dethier was not at first inclined to do, but, acting on the advice of the magis- 
trate, he at last expressed his willingness to take the course which was recom- 
mended. It is only fair to add that no imputation is cast upon M. Dethier, 
who nine years ago carried out a similar lottery in an honourable manner, 


RELIEF TO THE POOR ON CHRISTMAS DAy.—In all the 
workhouses of the metropolis dinners were on Christmas Day given to the 
inmates. The comparative statistics of London pauperism, deduced from the 
number of persons in the various workhouses on Tuesday, show a very general 
increase this year. There were between 40,000 and 50,000 altogether, all of 
whom had excellent dinners provided, generally of roast beef and plum- 
pudding. In various ecclesiastical districts relief was administered out of 
doors to great numbers of persons in destitute circumstances. In the district, 
for exainple, belonging to Trinity Church, Gray's Inn-road—of which church 
the Rev. Dr. Worthington is Incumbent—240 persons received relief in food 
and money, and warm clothing has been given to thirty persons. 126lb. of 
beef, with flour, raisins, currants, sugar, tea, &c., were distributed amongst 
forty-three poor deaf anddumb families ; and between twenty and thirty single 
men and youths were regaled with a substantial dinner, An immense number 
of charitable donations have been acknowledged by the secretaries of the 
various institutions for relieving distress in the metropolis. 


AN INSTITUTE OF “ UNIVERSAL GENTUS.”—At the Lambeth 
Police Court, yesterday week, Dupont de Nemours, alias Count de Nemours, 
and Jean Baptiste Mathieu, fashionably-dressed young Frenchmen, were 
charged with stealing various articles of furniture and other property, 
belonging to Mr. A. Martin, described as a gentleman of property, residing at 
Lanark House, Queen’s-road, Peckham. About eighteen months since Mr. 
Martin met with the prisoner De Nemours, who then represented himself as 
a “count,” and, the latter being in great distress, Mr. Martin took him 
home to his house, and, according to his own account, fed, clothed, and kept 
him in pocket-money. In November, 185%, the prosecutor, in order to provide 
employment for his protegé, established an institution, which he called “ The 
British Institute of Universal Genius,” and installed him as its secretary. The 
objects of the institution seemed shrouded in perfect mystery, and all that 
could be elicited from Mr. Martin and the prisoners themselves respecting it 
was that it had from twenty-five to thirty members, the major part of whom 
lived abroad ; that medals were to be given as awards; that about £120 had 
been received since its formation ; and that the presentation of one medal was 
all that could be accounted for. Some three months ago Mathieu made his 
appearance, and, being in distress, he was taken into the institute as a 
clerk and assistant secretary, and the concern was kept going until 
Monday evening last. On Tuesday Mr. Martin found it closed; and on 
Wednesday it was discovered that the whole of the furniture, the documents, 
and other things, had been removed. The furniture was traced to a repository, 
where it had been taken by Mathieu. The prisoners were apprehended on 
Thursday night. De Nemours assumed the right to dispose of the property, 
and the ownership of all vhe things in the institute, as the principal. The 
prosecutor, however, denied his assertions, and said he had purchased the 
articles before the opening of the institution, as he could show by bills in his 
possession. After an examination of three hours’ duration, Mr. Norton 
remanded the prisoners for a week. 


The Duke of Saxe-Coburg has, with the consent of the King 
of Saxony, promoted the celebrated publisher of Leipsic, M. Bernhard- 
Tauchnitz, to the rank of hereditary Baron. This dignity has been conferred 
as an acknowledgment for the exertions made by the Baron to promote the 
cxtension of English literature in Germany. 


On a certain railway the following notice appears :— 
** Hereafter, when trains moving in an opposite direction are approaching each 
other on separate lines, conductors and engineers will be required to bring 
their respective trains to a dead halt before the point of meeting, and be very 
careful not to proces till each train has passed the other.” 

THE TYNDALE MONUMENT.—Earl Ducie proposes that the 
column to be erceted to the memory of Tyndale should be surmounted by a 
parabolic reflector or mirror of some kind, which might be so constructed as 
to reflect the sun’s rays through a large angle and be visible at a great 
distance across the Severn and up and down the line of the Midland Railway. 
“ This reflector would,” it is said, “ have a very beautiful effect during many 
hours of the morning and evening in summer, and throughout the whole 
period of sunshine on a winter's day, and would strikingly illustrate the great 
event of Tyndale’s life which it is propesed to commemorate.” — Builder. 


RETIREMENT OF THE REV. Dr. RAFFLES,—This eloquent and 
distinguished Nonconformist divine has announced, in consequence of 
declining years and health, his intention of retiring, in February next, from 
the spiritual care of the Independent congregation at their beautiful chapel at 
Liverpool, where, as their pastor, he has just completed a ministry of half a 
century's duration. This news has been received with regrat by all parties of 
whatever faith or creed in Liverpool, where Dr. Raffles is ninch loved, and is 
extremely and deservedly popular. As a preacher Dr. Raffies ranks among the 
most eloquent clergymen of his day ; he has also been eminent as a writer, 
essayist, and poet. Of fair estate and high descent (the famous Sir Stamford 
Raffles was his relative), Dr. Raffles is a thorough gentleman of the old school, 
and his wit, amiable disposition, and many other social qualities, have made 
him quite a centre of attraction in private as in public life. Dr. Raffles, it 
should be also stated, possesses much antiquarian taste, and his collection of 
autographs is probably one of the finest in the kingdom. 


QUEENSLAND,—Dr. Lang, a member of the Parliament of New 
South Wales, in a letter to a Giaagow contemporary, recites the advantages 
offered by the newly-formed colony of Queensland to respectable persons of 
moderate capital, who may be desirous of seeking a home at the Antipodes, 
it is with the special view of developing the cotton-growing capabilities of 
Queensland that attractions are now held out to intending emigrants. The 
colonial Government offer to every adult on arrival—and two children of 
from four to fourteen years of age are to be considered as equivalent to 
one adult—a sum of £18, or eighteen acres of land at the minimum price ; 
while two years’ residence will entitle him or her (both sexes being in- 
cluded in the arrangement) to an additional £12 or twelve acres of land. But 
besides this “a bonus of £10 is guaranteed for every bale of Sea Island, or the 
finer, cotton of 3001b., and half that amount for New Orleans, or the coarser 
description.” Dr. Lang states that “the soil and climate are so congenial to 
the growth of cotton that as much as 6001b. of the Sea Island variety has been 
gathered from an acre of land.” 

Lorp BROUGHAM ON THE BRITISH CoNSTITUTION.—To his 
work on “ The British Constitution—its History, Structure, and Functions,” 
Lord Brougham has prefixed the following dedication:—‘*To the Queen. 
Madam,—1 presume to lay at your Majesty's feet a work, the result of many 
years’ diligent study, much calm reflection, and a long life’s experience. It 
professes to record facts, institute comparisons, draw conclusions, and expound 
principles, often too little considered in this country by those who enjoy the 
inestimable blessings of our political system ; and little understood in other 
countries by those who are endeavouring to naturalise it among 
themeclves, and for whose success the wishes of all must be 
more hearty than their hopes can be sanguine, The subject of 
the book, ‘The British Constitution,’ has a natural connection with your 
Majesty's auspicious reign, which is not morejadorned by the domestic virtues 
of the Sovereign than by the strictly constitutional exercise of her high office, 
redouncing to the security of the Crown, the true glory of the Monarch, and 
the happiness of the people. Entirely joining with all my fellow-citizens in 
feelings of gratitude towards such a ruler, I have individually a deep sense of 
the kindness with which your Majesty has gracionsly extended the honours 
formerly bestowed, the reasons assigned for that favour, and the precedents 
followe 4 in granting it.

COUNTRY NEWS. 


The Sunderland Havelock monument has been cast, and will 
be erected in the People’s Park in March. 

At the Assizes for the city of Exeter on Monday Mr. Justice 
Byles received from the Sheriff a pair of gloves, according to ancient custom, 
there not being a single prisoner for trial. 


A Dover paper relates an improbable story of an old gentleman 
of fortune, at the Pier Hotel, losing his purse on the stairs, which being found 
by the Lousemaid and returned to him, he rewarded her by marrying her. 


A drunken riot took place on Tuesday night a short distance 
from the city of Londonderry which resulted in the death of a young man 
named Bernard Hagan from a gunshot wound. 


A beautiful statue of a schoolgirl, the workmanship of Mr. 
Thomas Thornycroft, of Gawsworth, has been put up in Bosley School, fixed om 
a pedestal of Hollington stone. 

The Mayor of Cork, Sir John Arnott, has purchased 2000 pairs 
of blankets, which he and Lady Arnott are distributing to those most in need 
of such timely relief at this inclement season. 


Mr. Richard Woodward Powell, the Liverpool tea-merchant, 
committed for forging the signature of his partner’s father, was convicted on 
Thursday week at the Assizes in iat town, and sentenced to seven years’ penal 
servitude. 


An affray recently took place between several poachers and 
Sir H. Hoare’s keepers at Stornhead, Wiltshire. One of the keepers, named 
Howard, was shot, expiring on Tuesday week, and another keeper was aimed 
at, but the gun missed fire. Two of the poachers have been committed for trial. 


On Thursday week an inquest was held at Upton St. Leonard's, 
a village near Gloucester, on the body of an old man named John Brown, who 
was found dead in an orchard at that village, with his body mangled by some 
pigs, which had gnawed away his arm and part of his nose. 


The city wardmotes were held yesterday week, when couacil- 
men and the various ward officers were elected. In some wards there were 
contested elections, into which a good deal of excitement was infused. 
Advantage was taken by the citizens of the opportunity thus afforded to dis- 
cuss various local questions of interest. 

On Thursday morning Thomas Smith, convicted at the recent 
Durham Assizes for the murder of Jokn Baty, at Winlaton, and Milner 
Lockey, convicted at the same Assizes for the murder of a man named Harrison, 
whom he imagined had been too intimate with his wife, were hanged in fromt 
of the County Gaol, Durham, 

The required repairs of the Great Eastern, now lying securely 
and snugly on the beach at Milford Haven, have been commenced, and are 
being vigorously carried on under the efficient superintendence of Captain 
Jackson, of the firm of Ford and Jackson. They will becompleted early in the 
spring of the ensuing year. 


The adjourned inquiry into the terrible colliery explosion at 
Risca was resumed on Thursday week. The proceedings, however, were agaim 
of a purely formal character, a further adjournment being applied for on the 
ground that the examination of the pit could not at present with safety be 
completed. The inquest was adjourned till the 9th of January. 


The sentence of death passed upon Thomas Richardson at the 
last Lincoln Assizes for the murder of a police officer has been respited during 
her Majesty’s pleasure. It appears that the deceased officer was entirely 
unknown to the prisoner, who could have borne him no ill-will, and that the 
fatal shot was fired at the impulse of the moment, probably without any 
intention of destroying life. 


Mr. Angerstein, M.P., yesterday week addressed a public 
meeting of the electors of Greenwich residing at Deptford and Hatcham, at 
the Literary Institution, High-street, Deptford, in explanation of h's Parlia- 
mentary conduct duringfhe past Session. The chair was occupied by Mr. 
Algar. At the conclusion of the hon. gentleman's address a resolution 
expressive of confidence was unanimously passed. 


The nomination of candidates for the vacancy caused in the 
representation of Ripon by the death of Mr. Warre took place yesterday week. 
Two gentlemen—Mr. Vyner, a moderate Liberal, and Dr. Lees, the temperance 
lecturer—were nominated ; and the latter, a Radical, obtained the show of 
hands. A poll was, however, demanded on behalf of Mr. Vyner; and Dr. 
Lees thereupon intimated that he should not proceed further with the contest. 


A kitchen boiler exploded in the house of Mr. Langley, a 
builder, at Leeds, on Tuesday, killing Mrs. Langley, and severely injuring her 
husband, daughter, and servant. The provincial papers give particulars of 
other kitchen boiler explosions, attributable, no doubt, to the melting of ice 
in the pipes and the consequent sudden generation of steam in empty and 
over-heated boilers. 


A handsome silver epergne (from the establishment of Savory 
and Sons) has recently been presented to Mr. Thomas Lancelot Reed by a 
number of the inhabitants of Downham Market and the neighbourhood as some 
acknowledgment of the services rendered by him to the locality in connection with 
the Agricultural Association and other public local institutions, the encourage- 
ar bas given to sports, and as a token of the general esteem in which he

A case of poisoning occurred at Bilston on Saturday morning 
involving a whole fa y of the name of Pearson, consisting of a mother and 
her four daughters. After taking supper on the previous evening they were 
all seized with alarming illness, and before assistance could be had Mrs. 
Pearson and her youngest daughter, named Harriett, a girl twelve years of age, 
expired. The other three are still suffering severely. There is some doubt as 
to whether the fatality resulted from poisonous matter taken in the food or 
suffocation by foul air. 

A fearful explosion took place at Hetton Colliery on Thursday 
sennight. This colliery is the property of the Hetton Coal Company, and is 
situated about nine miles south of Sunderland. On Tuesday last the Lyons 
pit, which is 150 fathoms in depth, was laid off work in consequence of some 





necessary repairs in the shafts, and in the meantime one of the furnaces was 
extinguished. On Thursday the pit was put into working order again, and 





upwards of thirty-five miners descended at nine p.m.. Soon afterwirdsa 
fearful explosion of gas took place, causing the deaths of, it is stated, twenty 
miners, 


DISTRESS OF THE COVENTRY WEAVERS.—The Birmingham 
Gazette gives some melancholy details of the distress among the Coventry 
weavers :—“ In Coventry and the district round, as far as Nuneaton, there are 
about 30,000 persons engaged in ribbon-weaving. At least 10,000 persons— 
probably many more—depend for their livelihood on the money earned and 
spent by the weavers. Of this great mass of human beings more than two- 
thirds are now totally unemployed, and the remainder who are at work ea 
such small amounts that they can do little more than keep body and sot 
together. In Coventry alone the sum paid in weekly wages is less by £5000 
than was paid at this time last year; and in the Nuneaton district the pay- 
ments for wages during the last nine months are estimated at fully £20,000 
less than those of the corresponding period of 1859.” 


THE MEMBERS FOR EDINBURGH AND THEIR CONSTITUENTS, 
Mr. Adam Biack, M.P., and the Lord Advocate, met their constituents at 
Edinburgh on Monday evening. Mr. Black addressed the meeting amidst 
much uproar. He defended his proceedings with regard to the Refowm Bill, 
stating that, while he had been favourable to a £6 suffrage, his opinion had 
been greatly modified by the evidence taken by the Parliamentary Commis- 
sioners, which showed that a £6 franchise would double the present consti- 
tnency, and thus "tpset the balance of the political machine. He spoke in 
defence of his support of the Lord Advocate’s Annuity Tax Bill, contending 
that it was the only bill that could have been carried through Parliament, and 
that his own bill, which the Dissenters supported, would not have passed for 
ten years. The Lord Advocate, who for several minutes in vain endeavoured 
to obtain a hearing, but ultimately succeeded in doing so, entered into a vindi- 
cation of the part he had taken in framing and passing the Annuity Tax 
Abolition Bill. He concluded by saying that he would always feel pride in the 
part he had taken, and in the success which had attended his efforts to settle 
a question which had disturbed the city for thirty years. A vote of thanks te 
the members was met with an amendment to the effect that they be called on 
to resign. A nearly equal number of votes was given for each motion ; but 
the Lord Provost declared the original resolution carried, and the meeting 
separated amidst great cheers and hissing. 


GANG OF COINERS CAUGHT.—Last Saturday evening, as 
detectives Brown and Thomson were passing along Gallowgate, they observed 
William Smith; a “ landshark,” who is well known among his thievish asso- 
ciates under the coguomen of “Sulphur Joo,” in company with another 
questionable-looking fellow. Suspecting that Smith might have something 
upon him which belonged to some other person, they adroitiy took him into a 
close unobserved by his companion, who doubtless wondered where h»> had 
gone. On searching Smith's pockets they found eight counterfeit florins 
upon him, and accordingly at once sent him to thenearest police station. The 
detectives then lost no time in visiting Smith's house, at 122, Gallowgate, and 
there they found a complete set of coining apparatas, of the newest ani most 
scientific kind, which had apparently been recently in use. Among the 
apparatus were two galvanic batteries, bottles of acid, &c., and which, doubtless, 
had been in requisition to electro-plate the coins after being cast. The d>- 
tectives had just finished a complete overhaul of the house when th» other 
man entered, and owned that the apparatus found belonge I to him. He was, 
of course, then taken into custody, along with Smith's wife; and the three 
prisoners were on Monday remitted to the Sheriff for examination. Th > second 
man is unknown to the Glasgow police; but he seems an old thief. He gave 
the name John Thomson, remarking that that was only oue of his na nes, aad 
the name that he had generally secn in the newspapers referring to hm. He 
is an Englishman, about forty ycars of age, dark complex on, and stou! male, 
The florins ‘are good imitations of the genuine coin, 
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THE HISTORY OF CHESS." 


The learning and researches of Hyde and Sir William Jones did much 
to disembarrass the rexata questio of the origin of cheas from the 
visionary hypotheses ado ted by such writers as Ruy Lopez, Carrera, 
and Salvio, and to those distinguished Orientalists must in fairness be 
ascribed the merit of having first investigated the subject in a rational 
and scientific manner. But they far from exhausted it, and their 
discoveries are little known except to scholars, So little, indeed, that 
it is not at all uncommon to hear, even now, among persons whose 
general intelligence is respectable, a discussion on primeval chess, in 
which the claims of the Chinese, the Egyptians, the Scythian 
shepherds, Palamedes, and the brothers Lydo and Tyrrhene, are as 
gravely canvassed as though these claims were based on sound historic 
evidence, instead of being, as they are, merely chimerical from begin- 
ning to end, - 

e author of the work before us is favourably known as an Oriental 
scholar, and as the writer of several books in that branch of learning 


which are accepted as authorities among students of the Eastern. 


langua He is known, also, in chess society as an enthusiastic and 
accomplished votary of the Royal game. With such qualifications for 
the task it is not surprising that he should have given the world an 
instructive if not an amusing treatise upon the early history of chess. 
A casual perusal of the book upon its first appearance induced us to 
speak of it in commendatory terms, A subsequent examination con- 
firms the good impression it then made upon us, and we have now no 
hesitation in asserting that it is worthy of .the most careful study by 
all who wish to obtain a full and comprehensive knowledge of the 
ancient game which Hyde, Sir William Jones, and Dr, Forbes concur 
in assuming to be the parent of modern chess. ; 

To a {portion of our readers the outline of Dr. Forbes’s “‘ History ” 
will be recognised as constituting a series of papers on the Indian 
origin of chess, which he contributed to this Journal about six years 
back. The original sketches, however, bear so small a proportion to 
the present volume that the latter may be looked upon as @ new pro- 
duction. The history of chess, according to Dr. Forbes’s arrangement, 
falls under three distinct periods. The first is that of the aucient 
Hindoo game called Chaturanga, a game invented in India, but ata 
period so remote that the date of its inception will never, probably, be 
determined. This primitive chess, to which, it is agreed, we owe our 
modern game, is described in one of the Puranas as being played in 
the days of Yudhishtira, the son of Pandu, who, according to Hindu 
chronology, flourished 3000 years before the beginning of the Christian 
era! Then, asnow, the mimic field of battle consisted of sixty-four squares ; 
and, what is remarkable, the moves and powers of some of the pieces 
employed were the same precisely that prevailed in Asia and Europe 
down to the close of the fifteenth century. For the exact manner in 
which the Chaturangat was played the reader must consult Dr. Forbes, 
who for the first time has thoroughly analysed its principles and 
shown, not merely when it was invented, but (what is much more 
important) how this primordial game was in its infancy conducted. 
It must suffice here for us to say that the game was played by four 
persons, each having a King, a k, a Knight, a Bishop (then repre- 
sented by a ship), and four Pawns ; that the two opposite players were 
allied against the other two; and that the moves were decided by the 
turn of an oblong die having four faces marked with the numbers 2, 
3, 4, and 5, 

"The second era in the history of chess was that of the medieval 
game, common to the Persians, Arabs, and Europeans, At the be- 
ginning of this period the Chaturanga, which is supposed to have 
remained unchanged for three or four thousand years, underwent con- 
siderabie modifications. The board and the powers of the pieces con- 
tinued the same, but the two allied armies became united as a single 
body on one side of the field of battle, while the adversaries combined 
their forces in like manner on the other. This change in the disposition 
of the forces, which brought the game very nearly to its form at this 
day, rendered two of the Kings no longer necessary. One on each side, 
then, was made a subordinate officer, called by the Persians and Arats 
Fazin or Wazir—i.e., Counsellor or Minister, The Rook and Bishop 
were transposed, each being stationed on the spot he at present 
occupies ; the die was discaréed, and the whole contest elevated to a 
trial of intellectual skill. The description of this modified game— 
Shatranj, as the Persians named it—which was played without 
variation from the fifth to the fifteenth century, is perhaps the most 
valuable portion of Dr. Forbes’s labours, and must prove an important 
basis for any account of “Chess in Europe” during the middle ages. 
For this department of his undertaking the materials are more copious 
than for the former, and his extracts from the poetical historians of 
Persia which relate to the introduction of chess into that country 
read like chapters of the “Arabian Nights.” Take, for example, the 
following account from the Shahnama of the introduction of chess into 
Persia, in the reign of Naushirawan :— 

“Once upon a time the victorious Kisra Naushirawan_ was seated 
upon his lofty throne, in the gorgeous hall of audience. Around him 
stood the noble, the brave, the learned, and the virtuous, assembled 
from Balkh and Bukhara, and from all the provinces of his extensive 
dominions. Meanwhile entered the watchful sentinel from the gate, 
and said, Sire, there approacheth an ambassador from the Sovereign of 
Hind.t He is accompan’ :d by a train of elephants, with rich canopies, 
together with a thousand camels heavily laden ; the whole escorted by 
a numerous and gallant army of Scindian cavalry. He seeks access 
into the presence of the just and the renowned Sovereign of Iran. § 

When Kisra Naushirawan heard the words of the sentinel he forth- 
with dispatched a chosen body of the finest troops, both horse and 
foot, in order to receive with due honour the embasssy from the King 
of Hind, At length the Ambassador reached the palace-gate, and was 
introduced into the presence of the Persian King. o the latter 
he made a low obeisance, after the manner observed in Indian Courts, 
and then he ordered the costly presents sent by his Sovereign to be 
displayed. First of all, in front of the gate, stood the train of 
elephants, each furnished with a gorgeous canopy overlaid with gold 
and silver, and studded with gems the most brilliant and rare. Then, 
in the midst of the spacious hall, the rich bales were opened, con- 
taining numerous caskets of jewels the most precicus. There were 
diamonds, and rubies, and emeralds; also strings of pearls, of incal- 
culable value, There were various perfumes of surpassing fragrance—- 
of musk and ambergris, and wood of aloes ; also chests full of Indian 
ecimitars, of the keenest edge, together with many other valuables, too 
numerous to describe, the peculiar productions of Kanoj || and May.” 
The crowning present of the embassy, and that which most awakened 
the admiration of the King and Court, was a chessboard, “ elaborately 
constructed, together with the chessmen, tastefully and curiously carved 
som solid pieces of ivory and ebony.” These were accompanied by 
a letter richly illumined, and written by the Sovereign of India, in 
which the Persian Monarch was entreated to lay the chessboard before 
the people of his nation who were most distinguished for learning and 
wisdom, that they might discover the principles of the marvellous game 
for which it was designed. After a while the secret of the game is 
found by Buzurjmihr, the King’s chief counsellor, and it became the 
favourite recreation of the Persian Court. 

The arrangement of the pieces in the Shatranj, the Persian modifica- 
tion of the more ancient Chaturanga, were precisely the same as in the 
European chess of to-day, but the powers and movements of some of 
the pieces were different, Thus the Farzin, which we call the Queen, 
could only move one square, and that diagonally. That the same 
limitation prevailed in the European game during the twelfth century 
is apparent from a line quoted by Hyde from an old Latin poeem— 


Nam Regina non valebit impedire alteram. 


The Fil, or elephant, which with us is termed the Bishop, moved two 
squares diagonally—that is, he attacked and protected the square next 
but one to that on which he stood—but he had no power whatever 
over the intermediate square,

The King, the yy ight, and the Pawn moved and captured 
as they do now, save the Pawn was never permitted to advance 


more than one square at a time. In illustration of the Shatranj Dr. 
Forbes has been able to collect, from the Oriental MSS. in the British 
Museum and elsewhere, some invaluable examples of Persian skill at 
chess ; and by the same means he has corrected several serious errors in 
relation to this mediseval game into which his predecessors had fallen. 

The third or modern period of chess he sets down as commencing 
with the sixteenth century. The changes it then underwent, origi- 
nating probably in Spain, have gradually prevailed all over Europe, 
and the game has received scarcely any subsequent modification. 
These alterations consisted in the extension of the Minister's or Queen's 

wer by combining in her the movements of both Rook and Bishop ; 
in allowing the Bishop the command of the whole of the diagonal of 
squares on which he stands; in permitting the Pawn to advance on his 
first move one or two ones at the will of the player, and in the 
privilege of castling the King. 

Upon the modern game Dr. Forbes of course touches but lightly, as 
that hardly comes within the scope of his undertaking; but his 
account of the progress of chess from Persia to Paris is well entitled 
to the attention of whoever takes up the history of chess at the point 
where he leaves it. Not less so are the chapters devoted to Timur’s 
great chessboard, to Hyder Ali’s chessboard, to the Art of Blindfold 
Play, to chess in Scandinavia and Russia, and to Chinese chess; to all 
of which, as our duty in the present instance is necessarily limited to 
an indication merely ofjthe leading features of the work, we can afford 
but a passing reference. 

We must not, conclude, however, without repeating that, to those 
who may have inclination to make this volume subservient to the pur- 
pose of a philosophical inquiry iato the early history of chess, it will 
prove an inestimable, and indispensable auxiliary. 


THE THEATRES. 





Ir is noticeable that in a very brilliant pantomimic season, and 
when each lessee is perfectly lavish with blue fire, tinsel, and spangles, 
in a frantic jendeavour to exceed his fellows, of a dozen pantomimes 
two gentlemen have written six, and those, perhaps, the principal ones. 
Whether this be owing to a dearth in burlesque-writers or not we will 
not stop to inquire. Harlequin and Clown are waiting for us, flexible 
Sprite es Columbine beckon us on, and Pantaloon, with 
a senile smile, holds up his never-failing walking-stick pointing us the 
way. The notice we can give at present is but short, as we hold 
over for a larger instalment next week,fwhen we shall illustrate several 
of the Christmas entertainments. 

Lavish in scene-painting and glittering accessories, as he always is, 
Mr. E. T. Smith has this year, and in the honoured walls of Her 
MAJEsTY’s, been even yet more | sew If to those noble walls, from 
which the echoes of the notes of Grisi and Jenny — of Mario and of 
Reeves, have scarcely died out, pantomime be a degradation, which we 
doubt, the fate to which they have submitted is a splendid slavery, The 
old and never-failing story of “Tom Thumb” has supplied Mr. Blanchard 
with a peg whereon to hang an excellent pantomime, full of good 
lines, quaint allusions, and puns, strung together in a manner which 
it is but fair to say is Blanchard’s own. Miss Lilia Ross (a daughter, 
we believe, of the comic vocalist) played the hero of the piece, and 
made a most successful début. The old nursery tale is well followed 
out, from “Tom” being swallowed by a cow to the batter-pudding 
episode. The transformation-scene (which we shall hereafter describe), 
by Mr. William Beverley, is superbly painted. Surely there never was a 
more gorgeous scene witnessed within the walls of Her Majesty's. The 
pantomimic portion is also particularly good, and aims at having that 
element of fun in it which the old pantomimes possessed, and the later 
ones do not. The masks, by the ingenious artist who assumes the name 
of Dykwynkyn, are capital, and deserve especial recognition. There is 
the true hand of a deep student and broad caricaturist in each and all, 
Nature is not libelled—her oddities are caught and magnified ; but there 
is keeping and truth in the lineaments, so much so that the works of 
some of the eldest and best Dutch and Italian caricaturists are recalled 
whilst we gaze upon Dykwynkyn’s pantomimic masks. We may par- 
ticularise as the most brilliant and successful scene in the pantomime 
at Her Majesty’s that of “Rosewater Lake,” in which the dancing and 
singing of the fairies and the brilliancy of the scenery make an 
exhilarating and cheering picture which is really the thing wanted at 
this time of the year, when the usual dyspepsia of the season combines 
with our countrymen’s melancholy. Let any one suffering from 
hypochondriasis go to Rosewater e and be cured. The transforma- 
tion-scene, wherein a network of ivy is drawn and discloses a temple 
in Fairyland, all tinted landscape, palm-trees, figures, and sky with 
rose-pink, was perhaps the happiest effect ever obtained by Beverley ; 
the scene changes first to blue and afterwards to gold, the boughs of 
the palms removing and disclosing bouquets of charming fairies, bright 
and glowing enough to send the brains of the young among the spec- 
tators dreaming to their beds, The artist was loudly called for, and 
bowed to the audience. 

The pantomime at the THEATRE ROYAL COVENT GARDBS, its 
legitimate home, let us add, for many long years, is from the brain of 
Mr. Bridgman, and illustrates the life, tyranny, anddeath of Bluebeard. 
The libretto is carefully written, and a great many comic points are 
evolved, so much so that the success of the piece was most decided 
and unequivocal, although the gorgeousness and glitter is not so great 
as in other houses, The real business of the pantomime is throughout 
excellent and unflaggingly sustained by W. H. Payne, Harry Boleno, 
Barnes, H. Payne, and others. Mr, W. H. Payne is himself unsurpassed 
in his peculiar walk, and there are certain morceaux of fooling in his 
acting sufficient to feed one with laughter for a whole week. The 

ntomime at Covent Garden is, indeed, as well worth seeing as any 
in London, 

But, so far as scenery is concerned—and it would, unfortunately, 
seem that the excellences can scarcely ever be combined in one repre- 
sentation—so far as scenery can possibly enchant and delight, surely 
that at the Lyceum, in Mr. Falconer’s extravaganza of “The Rose 
Without a Thorn,” will doso to the utmost. The piece itself is of the 
slightest—pretty in idea, but insignificant in execution, The hits, 
repartees, aud burlesque songs are of the most diluted kind, and the 
actors have but little chance of making any points, There remains, 
therefore, the scenery and the dresses, both of which are magnificent 
and in the best taste, and the former of which has, perhaps, never 
been equalled on any stage. Mr. Callcott’s scenery of last Christmas 
was something so novel, picturesque, and brilliant, that the painter 
was each night called before the curtain to receive an ovation 
from the audience, During this season the same result will be 
obtained from more decided merit and beauty, Each scene—such as 
“ The Ivy Dell,” “The Vision of the Rose,” “ Titania's Grotto,” and 
“The Last of the May Bloom and Wild Briar,” were each of surpassing 
beauty. In the grotto scene sea caves stretched out far beyond 
the vision of the spectator with amazing beauty, showing that in roft- 
ness and distant perspective, in atmosphere and the management of 
sky, Mr, Callcott was no unworthy successor of Turner in his most 

lorious days, Aided very efficiently by the machinist and illuminator, 

r, Calleott has produced gorgeous aérial effects which, alas! can 
never be seen in a picture, and must remain for ever the property of 
nature and the scene-painter. The closing scene, which gradually 
unfolds from beauty to beauty, like a grand symphony or fine poem, 
deepening to its close, is the finest of its kind we have ever beheld ; 
and, as a curious and rich precursor of this May Bloom and Wild Briar, 
the manager had the house luxuriously perfumed, so that the scent 
stole upon you as the beauties, and one sat like an ancient Roman at 
a banquet of sight and scent. Words, indeed, are poor to express the 
gorgeousness of the closing scene. The public were vociferous in their 
calls for Mdme, Celeste and Mr, Callcott, and will be so for weeks to 
come, 

King Frost, whose early visit has this winter astonished most of us, 
played with Mr, Buckstone’s pantomime an unwelcome trick, The 
great success of the piece—as did the success of Mr, Crummles’s 
great. “ bespeak”—lay in a lake of real water. Mr. Crummles went no 
farther than “a real pump and tubs,” and his, being more humble, 
was less likely to meet with a hitch than that of Mr, Buckstone. 
Natural philosophy can easily prove to us that a frozen tank will not 
do for a waterfall, nor an icy e for a fairy’s “ limpid eel The 
audience had, therefore, to wait till the ice was thawed ; but warmth, 
even exhibited by the audience as well as behind the curtain, did not 
bring back the even flow of the piece, and “ Queen Ladybird and her 


Children ; or, Harlequin and a House on Fire,” although not wanting 
in gorgeousness and richness of scenery and decorations, did not create 
the sensation a piece full of such startling effects should do. Mr. 
Buckstone good-humouredly pacified the audience by a speech, and 
the evening—a very long one—was happily brought toa close. Let 
us add that the future of this piece may yet be a bright one. 

At the Princess’ Theatre the old drama of “ Ernestine” was revived 
as introductory to the business of the Christmas season—by which we 
mean pantomimic business ; and the children and gods—the Dii mayjores 
et minores gentium—listened quietly through till the last act, when 
their most sweet voices were heard ing in a loud roar for the “ fun.” 
Thus demanded, Robinson Crusoe commenced his dramatic life, was 
taken by a pressgang by order of his cruel uncle, sang songs, danced 
dances, and went through a very lively prologue, till the transforma- 
tion-scene set these odds alleven. Mr. Byron's language was full of 
wit and repartee, and the introductory matter was much more carefully 
written than that generally to be found in such pieces, The acting 
throughout was also full of spirit and extravagant fan, Messrs. Garden, 
Shore, and Saker, particularly distinguishing themselves, If Mr. 
Harris’s pantomime be not more brilliant than others, it yet has the 
merit of combining fun and brilliancy, both of scenery and language, 
and that, too, in no ordinary degree. 

_ The “Colleen Bawn” at the Adelphi has such a perpetual attrac- 
tiveness in it that it needed only to be “backed up” by a pantomime 
to run till Easter—indeed, it =x run beyond that period. Christmas 
week is, however, a severe trial for any piece, and a Boxing-night 
audience a testy but not a critical one, The boxes, hitherto over- 
flowing, bore witness that a West-end audience wishes to leave the 
holiday-makers to themselves in the “ vacation.” Both pit and galle 
were crammed. “Bluebeard from a New Point of Hue” is the title 
of the second farce which Mr, Byron has set before the Adelphi 
audience. Mr. Toole, as the hero, is dressed peculiarly, He is, in fact, 
“half modern swell, half Oriental tyrant,” and wears not the conven- 
tional blue beard, but those military “ wiry whiskers” which certain 
regulations at Aldershott have recently abolished. This is certainly a 
new point of view te take of an old friend. Another new point is 
this—that sister Anne is not the gentle creature we remember in our 
youth, but a kind of female Iago—a she demi-devil—rendered with 
remarkable energy by Mias Kate Kelly. Mr. Paul Bedford, the hero of 
a hundred burlesques, sustained the character of a fat footman with 
much decorum and gravity—the latter qualities being absolutely neces- 
sary in astern life. The burlesque is of itself a good one, the acting 
remarkably able, and the scenery more than usually good. For a 
bon bouche at the end, Messrs, Phillipps and Thompson have thrown in 
a kind of transformation-scene, if we can so call it, where no tran3- 
formation is—where gorgeous lights and transparencies serve still more 
to bewilder those whose brains have been somewhat confused by 
Mr. Toole’s drolleries and Mr. Byron’s puns. 

A new drama, “The Isle of St. Tropez,” the notice of which we 
must defer, — the business of the evening at the St. James's, and 
Mr. William Brough’s burlesque of “ Endymion.” Perhaps a Ca rist- 
mas notice is not exactly the place to enter into the question of how 
far mae va mm are justified in reducing the beauties of poetic 
story to the ridiculous caput mortuum of a pantomimic show ; but, 
whatever we may say, they are sure to do it. Day by day the old stories 
are broken up and burlesqued. “ Hamlet” will soon follow “ Othello,” 
and possibly “ Paradise Lost” will top the transactions—not by any 
means philosophical—in that direction. There is another objection, on 
the score of allusion, which we cannot urge here, but which should 
be urged, and that very seriously, somewhere. The minor Latin poets 
had a much more powerful effect for ill than the greater ones 
had for good; and even now Mr. Wm. Brough may be more widely 
effective than Mr. John Keats. Thus much of “Endymion,” which 
otherwise is a thing of beauty as regards the scenery and dresses, Mr. 
Emery as Alpheus, Miss E. Romer as Arethusa, and Miss Clara St. 
Casse as Cupid were especially attractive. Actwon is, of course, meta- 
morphosed, and sings a burlesque song, ending with a chorus of “ Bow, 
wow, wow,” which pleased the gods. The bath of Diana was anex- 
quisite scene ; and that which brought the whole to a close, “ Endymion's 
Ascent to the Silver Throne of Love,” deserved the thunders of applause 
it won, “Endymion” is a decided success ; and the wayin which it was 
mounted, acted, and produced certainly merited, no less than the subject, 
more carefnl and classical writing. 

We must defer other notices till next week, 


SEVERE weather has come upon us. In London there has been skating on 
almost almost all the park waters, and a fatal accident occurred in the 
Serpentine on Monday, Mr. C. A. Smith, of Halfmoon-street, Piccadilly, being 
drowned. Last Saturday night Agnes Edgell, an old woman of seventy-three, 
was frozen to death whilst sitting superintending her oyster-stall. Aboat half- 
past eleven her daughter and a friend went to her, and, finding her very coM, 
returned for some tea. When they returned she became very ill, and before 
medical aid could be obtained expired. A post-mortem examination showed 
congestion from cold. 

Accounts come from all parts of the country of the severity of the tempe- 
rature. Mr. Lowe, the well-known meteorologist, reports from his obser- 
vatory at Beeston, “ Perhaps the most extraordinary cold ever kaown in 
England—certainly exceedingevery record but one, and that record being looked 
upon as an error, and, indeed, thought to be an impossible temperatare ia 
England.” “ This morning,” he says, writing on Christmas Day, “ the tempe- 
rature at four fect above the ground was 8 deg. below zero, and on the grass 13°8 
deg. below zero, or 45°8 deg. of frost. The Trent is full ofice, and in a few hours 
will be quite frozen over. I have just seen a horse pass with icicles at his nose 
three inches in length and as thick as three fingers.’ Several other accounts 
appear in the papers of the cold during Christmas Eve. A florist at Walling- 
ford writes :—* The frost was intense; a thick fog was stretched over the 
valley of the Thames. At 1.15a.m. (Christmas morning), Fahrenheit’s ther- 
mometer stood at 5deg., and the air had numerous floating crystals in it hardly 
of sufficient density to descend to the earth. The appearance of the rime on 
the trees is magnificent, but it may be anticipated that the effects on vegeta- 
tion will be very disastrous.” At West Hartlepool, again, the therm »mter is 
said to have registered 5 deg. below zero. During the last fifty years the 
greatest degree of cold has been considered to have been on the night preceding 
J - nary 20, 1838, when the thermometer registered 3 deg. below zero, or 35 deg. 
of frost. 

There has been a very general fallof snow. In the north it lies to the depth 
of fifteen or twenty inches, and trains have been much impeded on the rail- 
ways. More south, in Hampshire, the railway has been blocked up with foar 
or five feet of drifted snow, and some trains on Thursday week were snowed 
up for nine hours. Thunder and lightning have accompanied the frost and 
snow in Northumberland, the Isle of Wight, and in Cornwall. 








The Queen has appointed F, Jonson, Esq., now British Vice- 
Consul at Acapulco, to be her Majesty's Consul at Tampico. Her Majesty has 
approved of Mr. H. Rhodes as Consul for the Port of Victoria and othsr ports 
of Vancouver's! Island for the King of the Hawaiian Islands; and of Mr. 8. 
Cahlmann as Consul in London for the Princes of Schwarzburg Rudolstadt 
and of Schwarzburg Sondershausen. 


Last year the foreign trade at the port of Shanghai alone was 
twenty-eight millions and three quarters sterling, exports and imports; and 
in 1850 it was seven and a half millions. This is the increase made in Chinese 
trade at one port alone during nine years, and three-fourths of this commerce 
is in the hands of British merchants. 


The Moniteur Belge has just published the names of those 
artists who have received the Order of Leopold in consequeace of the 
superiority of their works at the late Exhibition of Fine Arts. The foreign 
artists named are—MM. Troyon, Jeréme, and Muller, of Paris; Sir Kiwia 
Landseer, of London ; David Bles, of the Hagtie ; and Joseph Keller, engraver, 
of Dusseldorf. 

Letters from Teheran of the 15th ult. state that the corps- 
darmée which was operating in the west under the orders of Prince Hama 
Mirzabad, after having gained a great advantage over the Turcomans, sus- 
tained a check in attacking the Tekelis, a fierce tribe of Turcomania. Rein- 
forcements were, however, about to be sent to the army to enable it to chastise 
these people. 

A Paris letter in the Nord says :—‘‘ The negotiations lately 
entered into with the Englieh Government for obtaining more favourable con- 
ditions for the admission of French wines into England will soon terminate 
successfully. There is even reason te hope that the classification by categories 
will be abolished, in conformity with the wishes of all wine-producers in the 
centre ang south of France.” 

The Queen has approved of Mr. J. A, Callender as Consul at 
Edinburgh and Leith; of Mr. C. Cotesworth as Consul at Liverpool; of Mr. 
G. N. Harvey as Consul at Cork ; of Mr. T. Beynon as Consul at Newport, 
South Wales; and of Mr. E. Fox as Vice-Consul in London, for the Republic 
of Liberia, 

The celebrated collection of objects of art and curiosity of the

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THE PAITERN POST-OFFICE UNIFORM FOR 1861, 


‘THE accompanying Engraving represents the new pattern uniform, as 
designed by Tait Brothers and Co, army contractors, Union Hal 
Borough, which has been decided upon for 1861 for the letter-carriers, 
mail-guards, and drivers in the employ of the Post Office throughout 
the United Kingdom. The letter-carriers will be supplied with two 
complete suits annually, for summer and winter wear, and a warm 
waterproof Inverness cape biennially. The uniform consists of a blue 
frock-coat, with scarlet collar, cufte, and facings, the initials G. P. O., 
with the number underneath, being embroidered in white on each side 
of the collar, The buttons are of a superior quality and finish, and 
have also the initials engraved on them. The vest is made to match the 
coat in colour, facings, and buttons. The winter trousers are likewise 
of blue cloth, with a broad scarlet stripe at each side. The summer 
trousers are a dark-grey serge, with a scarlet cord at each side, The 
mail-driver's frock-coat will be similar to the letter-carrier’s, with the 
exception of a gold-lace trimming and gold-embroidered initials, The 
mail-guard's coat, made of fine scarlet cloth, is a double-breasted 
frock, richly braided with gold lace; and the collar, which is blue, has 
the initials G.P.O. embroidered in gold on each side, All the garments 
are fitted with Dr. Merritt’s medi ssets for ventilation. Contrasted 
with the shabby-looking and ill-fitting red coat and coarse trousers 
of which the present clothing consists, this is a decided improve- 
ment, and it would have been still more so had a decision been arrived 
at to add a smart blue cap to match the uniform, instead of the heav 
and uncomfortable felt hat at present in wear, We understand this 
improvement in the clothing has been in a great measure due to Mr. 
Parkhurst, chief clerk, and the inspector of clothing, who have taken 
great interest in the matter, 





THE FARM. 


A Frost, which for intensity in some of the northern counties finds no 
parallel within the last thirty years, has so far proved the seagulls 
right, and agricultural meteorology wrong. The most eminent ex- 
rounder of the occult science wrote on the 2ist as follows :—‘“ Some 

ugh at the idea of a green Christmas in the midst of suck severe 
frost, and some snow; but on Saturday Venus will form her square to 
Jupiter, when, from the moist and mild constitution of the former, and 
the heat-making properties of the latter, the snow is likely to turn to 
rain, with a great remission of temperature.” Again, after drawing 
* parallel between the temperatures of Nov. 23 and 24, 1858, when 
Saturn was stationary with the sun in opposition to Herschel, and of 
Nov. 26 and 27, when Mercury came to the opposition of Jupiter, he 
triumphantly concludes as fullows:—‘ Why, then, should we doubt 
the united influence of Venus and Jupiter producing similar effects a 
month later in the year? Sceptics, look at these facts! They must 
act with the power of Armstrong guns; and, if skilfully used, will 
ultimately beat down the walls of adamantine prejudice.” 

Pig dentistry science, as expounded by Professors Simmonds and 
Hunt, and hard fact, as stated by Mr. Faulkner, are equally at 
variance in the much-vexed question of the Countess of Chesterfield’s 
prize pen. Both the professors have appeared in print. The former 
quotes the entry in his note-book as “ one fourteen months, two ten 
months,” as if that settles the matter out of hand; and thus combats Mr. 
Faulkner's opinion as to the effect of high feeding on the teeth. “It is a 
common but an erroneous opinion ” that good keeping facilitates the 
fall of the temporary teeth, and the putting up of the permanent, 


Such a state of things, when existing, is found to depend rather on the | 


wear of the teeth by hard living than by contrary management, and 
as such it is not seen in animals which are prepared for exhibition by 
being supplied with cooked food and highly nutritious diet in the form 
of milk and meal.” The very decided manner in which Professor 
Simmonds announces the four months’ difference in age indirectly 

that the scientific test has broken down in this exceptional case, 
and that Mr. Faulkner’s simple word is correct. If a man were silly 
and base enough to risk his loss of place and character (in the teeth of 
such a severe test as Professor Simmonds’s is known to be) for the sake 
or a few pounds, he would not have given so many points away by 
sending two #n months’ pigs to contend in a class for pigs between 
twelve and eighteen months. The professor's own statement of 
“facts” is the most conclusive proof, to our minds, that the professors 
are abroad this time, and Mr. Faulkner may safely accept it as such, 
and trouble himself no more. 

Lord Palmerston has spoken out at Romsey with his wonted con- 
centration and tact on the all-paramount importance of landlords 
building commodious cottages on their estates so that the labourer may 
live in the heart of his work ; and Mr. Scott Burn has treated the same 
subject in a as able paper which he has read to the London 
Farmers’ Club.

OWING to the holidays, all National Securities have been very inactive ; but, 
compared with the previous week, no change of importance has taken place in 
the quotations. The quantity of stock absorbed has been unusually small ; 
and, altogether, there has been a marked absence of business. The Unfunded 
Debt has, however, shown rather more firmness. 

The demand for money at the Bank of England has becom? less active ; 
nevertheless, it continues healthy. In the open market the supply of capital

The Board of Trade returns, having reference to our import and export 
trade, during the first eleven months of the present year, compared with the 
corresponding period in 1859, are very favourable. The total shipments are 
valued at £123,714,276 against £119,613,185 in 1859. In 1858 the total amount 
was £106,555,562, Compared with 1859 the increase is £4,101,091 ; and with 
1858, £17,158,714, 

The subscription list for the new Turkish loan of £5,000,000 have been 
closed. As far as our market is concerned the loan appears to be almost an 
entire failure. 

The shipments of bullion from England to India and China during the 
present year have amounted to £9,425,787, or £5,191,003 below the total of 
1859, but £1,205,114 above the average of the last ten years. Tho shipments 
from the Mediterranean ports have been £3,529,192. From a statement re- 
cently issued it appears that the public debt of India, on promissory note 
loans registered in London, amounts to £8,003,250.

PRIZE FOR RIFLE-SHOOTING AT VINCENNES. 


THE magnificent vase of which we give an Engraving has been 
given by the Emperor of the French to Lieutenant Le Poitevin, 
who made the highest score at the contest of the Normal School 
ef Shooting at Vincennes this year. It is a remarkable specimen 
of art in more respects than one, and is the work of M. énard, 
who executed the beautiful ornaments on the steel gun presented 
by the Emperor last year to the Queen of England in return for 
the beautiful piece of ordnance sent to his Majesty by the British 
Government. 

The vase, with its cover, stands abont twenty inches high, the 
Engraving, taken from a photograph, being as nearly as ible one- 
third of the actual size of the object. The central ion is a cup 
made from a solid bloodstone, the interior being circular and the 
exterior octagonal, the sides of the latter being hollowed so as 
to receive the figures which surround it. The other portions 
of the vase, with the exception of the foot, are of oxydised 
silver, relieved here and there with gold and blue enamel, The 
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stem is formed of fascines, surrounded, like the upper portion, by 
figures of men belonging to all the various corps which were repre- 
sented at the siege of Sebastopol. These little statuettes are executed 
with great skill, having been modelled from the life, cast in silver, and 
afterwards chased and oxydised. In this kind of work M. Thenard 
has established for himself a high reputation, At the top of each 
ed

OPENING OF THE NATIONAL SCHOOLS, 
8ST. GILES'S-IN-THE-FIELDS. 

A PUBLIC meeting to inaugurate the opening of the National Schools 
in St. Giles’s, Bloomsbury, was held on Wednesday week in the 
building. Great interest was manifested in the i by a 
numerous assemblage. Lord John Russell was to have presided, but 
having been summoned to attend the Duke of Bedford, who is labour- 
ing under serious illness, the Hon. A. F. Kinnaird, M.P., was called to 
the chair. Among the ladies and gentlemen on the platform were 
the Ven. Archdeacon Sinclair, Miss Burdett Coutts; Sir J. P. Kay 
Shuttlewotrh, Bart., LL.D. ; Rev. A. W. Thorold (Rector of St. Giles’s), 
Rev, Emilius Bayley (Rector of St. George's, Bloomsbury), Rev. W. H. 
Hart (Chaplain of Gray’s Inn), and Mr. BE. M. 4 

After a hymn had been sung and a prayer offered, the Chairman 
oO the schools b saying, “Tn the faith of Jesus Christ, and to the 

ory of the Eternal Tint ty, I open these schools to the children of the 
fabcaring classes in the parish of St. Giles-in-the-Fields.” 

The Rev. A. W. Thorold, the Rector of St. Giles’s, then read a short 
paper on the school a It stated that the parish contained a 

poe, Coney packed, of 37,400 souls. Although much had been 
Sone by the exertions of good men in that district, the moral and 
social position of the working classes was mostly at a very low level. 
Those numbers represented about 5000 children of school age. Various 
attempts had been made to give them the elements of instruction. 
Ragged schools, parochial schools, and night schools had to some 
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cxtent broken up the fallow ground, and sowed it with Christ’s g spel. 
In all these cases the education was gratuitous, so that other 

ments were necessary to meet the large artisan class who were willing 
to bear part of the expense. Thirty ago Mr. Endell Tyler, 
who was the Rector of the parish, e the schools which they were 
about leaving, and it was ed that the new schools should be 
erected when the Government inspector reported that the old schools 
were deficient in plan and insufficient in acoommodation. The site on 
which the new building was erected had cost £4000. The total cost 
of the building amounted to £12,500. A t of £3000 had been 
made by the committee of the Council of Education, and £9000 had 


been promptly subscribed by the owners of pro and the 
parishioners, leaving £500 to be subscribed. The Duke of ord had 
subscribed liberally to the schools. 


The Chairman said that it wasa matter of deep regret that Lord 
John Russell had not been able to attend. It had been his privilege 
for many as a member of the House of Commons, to witness the 
untiring zeal of Lord John Russell in the great cause of national edu- 
cation, the i of which was highly ifying. He 
believed that if there were safety for a country it would be found in a 
sound scriptural education. 

Sir J. K. Shuttleworth regretted the absence of Lord John Russell, 
because he should have been glad if his Lordship could have had per- 
sonal experience of the way in which the difficulties of such a parish 
as this could be overcome by the combined exertions of the Rector and 
parishioners on the one hand, and the Committee of the Council on
